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AMERICAN BANKERS AT ATLANTIC CITY 


During the week beginning September 23, the annual convention of the 
American Bankers Association will be held in Atlantic City. The program 
will not be available for several weeks, and the date on which the conven- 
tion will be opened was not determined upon, the executive council of the 
association, at the meeting held last month at Hot Springs, Va., confining 
its recommendations as previously announced. Among the reports received 
was the one of the committee appointed last year to prevent the express 
companies from encroaching on the banking business. This committee has 
done a great deal of hard work, and it was largely through its efforts that 
Congress made the express companies amenable to the interstate commerce 
law. The members of the-committee are: F. I. Kent, Chicago; Joseph Chap- 
man, Jr., Minneapolis; E. D. Durham, Onarga, Ill.; Milton Ailes, Washing- 
ton, and Thornton Cooke, Kansas City. 


Rapid growth of banking business done by certain express companies, 
to the detriment of the business of nearly every chartered bank in the United 
States, has resulted in drastic action on the part of the committee appointed 
some time ago to investigate the matter for the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion.

The committee has made public its report, in which the statement is made 
that evidence has been secured that certain express companies are carrying 
on such banking business while chartered as common earriers, a violation of 
the interstate commerce regulations. 


All evidence thus far and hereafter secured by the committee will be 
placed in the hands of the commerce commission for the purpose of prose- 
euting the express companies and stopping what the bankers call ‘‘illegitimate 
competition.’’ ; 

At the annual convention of the American Bankers’ association in St. 
Louis in 1906, it was decided by the executive council of the association that 
this committee should have power to act in such prosecutions as might be 
deemed necessary as the result of their investigations. All necessary funds 
were voted to the committee for this use. 


The first work of the committee was to send a series of letters to every 
banker in the United States, in which the bankers were asked for minute 
details of the work of the express companies in their sections of the country. 
This quest for information disclosed the fact that 89.11 per cent of the 
bankers of the country saw the necessity for some such action as the committee 
is taking. 

The report states that the information was shown to an attorney, who 
was asked if it was sufficient for bringing a test case in the courts. He 
said there was sufficient evidence to do so. Petitions then were drawn up 
preparatory to filing them with the interstate commerce commission. Just 
when they will be filed is not yet known. 


In a letter sent to President Roosevelt some time ago the committee set 
forth the main objections to the competition of the express companies. This 
competition has been severely felt in the domestic business, the letter sets 
forth, through the issuance by the express companies of express drafts, as 
well in the foreign exchange business, where the express companies not only 
sell express checks but have also entered the field in the commercial letter 
of credit business and in the purchasing or, strictly speaking, discounting 
of foreign exchange bills. 


Another important objection on the part of the bankers is set forth as 
follows: ‘‘The second point in which they can conflict with the spirit of the 
interstate commerce law, by means of their dual nature, is in making rates 
on shipments. Instead of reducing the rate for carrying a shipment to 
Berlin, for instance, the express company, as a common earrier, can offer 
the same rate that a competitor would, but as a foreign exchange banker it 
ean offer to buy the bills of the shipper, which are drawn on the Berlin con- 
signee against the shipment, for more than the market value of the bill. By 
so doing the express company in effect cuts down the carrying rate for the 
shipment, as the shipper actually receives more for his shipment because 
of the premium paid him on the bill drawn against the goods than he could 
provided the bill was sold in the open market or to his bankers.”’ 
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BANK ADVERTISING 


Should the bank advertise? The conservative says ‘‘no.’’ The old-time 
banker, with the traditions of his high calling still uppermost, says ‘‘no.’’ 
The economist says ‘‘no.”’ 

But let us reason a little together. Is conservatism always the attitude 
which forbids? It is not necessarily so. True conservatism merely holds 
in check against extravagances and radicalism. It does not mean, in this par- 
ticular instance, that the bank should never advertise. For the very banker 
who frowns upon advertising as advertising is willing to publish a statement 
containing the capital stock of the bank and the names of its officers. This is 
publicity, this is advertising. Conservatism, then, only demands the right to 
consider the form of advertising. 

As to the question of advertising itself it is well for all to remember that 
the bank has been regarded as a mysterious thing until within the recent ten 
or fifteen years. Indeed, the money campaigns educated the people as to the 
nature and function of the bank as they had never been educated before. Now 
if publicity is right, and the government itself demands that a certain degree 
of publicity shall prevail, then is it not right to put the bank before the people 
in the proper light? As to just what is proper to put in the bank’s advertise- 
ment we will consider a little later on. 

And is it not right that a business which demands the degree of trust which 
is required of men who entrust their savings to another for care and use should 
stand out in a clear light before the people? And is it not fair that when a 
bank has certain qualities of strength they should be made known? 

But tradition on the part of the banker steps in and says, we have nothing 
to sell, let us not put ourselves on the level of the huckstering merchant erying 
his wares in the market place. Let us stand in our severe isolation immaculate 
and impregnable. From time immemorial the bank has stood for integrity and 
ability. Why should we lower our standards to explain. Besides we want 
only such business as comes to us voluntarily. We promise nothing which the 
rules of banking do not permit. And we should not solicit patronage in a way 
which will put us under obligations to our customers. In so far as this applies 
to the question it is good. But does the proper presentation of the claims of 
the bank to the public prevent this precise treatment of the customers? Cer- 
tainly not. Again we are brought to bay with the proper form of bank adver- 
tising. 

Tt is true that the bank should be above any petty attempts to attract cus- 
tom. It should never descend to the tricks of trade. It does not wish to catch 
the unwary. It has no intention of doing anything that will make it an undue 
profit out of the relation of official and individual. It holds all customers alike. 
It, has but one kind of business to offer, and but one,set of rules to promulgate. 
It is officered by men of the highest standing. It appreciates the trust which 
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is confided to it. It holds itself aloof from all business which has in it the ele- 
ment of competition. It stands for the whole business world in its exact and 
just methods. It is the friend of all. It is the servant of the whole people. 
But it is a servant who commands and does not bend or bow. It is one of the 
highest forms of corporate efficiency. It is above reproach. It cannot lower 
its standard and would not if it could. 

But it does not follow that the old-time dignity will be shattered by letting 
the public know why as a bank it invites custom. It has a right to put its cap- 
ital and surplus before the people. It has a right to point to its physical ap- 
pointments. It has a right to give to the people in an unenvious way the ele- 
ments of its own strength. But this must not be done in an undignified and 
boastful way. It must be done with thought of the position which the bank 
occupies before the people. It must be done in a way that will not injure a 
competitor. It must be done in a truthful way, in a way that will not unduly 
solicit, and which will promise only that which the traditions and rules of 
banking as a whole will warrant. 

The subject matter of the advertising of the bank may well be the first 
study of the advertiser. The object of the present day advertising must be 
to set the bank before the people as an integral factor in commerce, as a benefi- 
cent institution in the community, as a means of saving for the individual and 
of credit-granting for the man of business. With this may be explained, in- 
cidentally, the benefits which arise of having a medium or place of exchange 
for checks, and the balancing of book credits one against another. Then, it 
will be proper, as one has wisely suggested, to advertise against the wildcat 
schemes which are the enemies of the poor, taking their savings, under false 
pretenses, to fatten the stockholders, who promise great profits, and dividends 
which are so long in appearing that the investor grows tired and withdraws. 
Not a very direct form you say. True but it is a form which will show the 
bank in its true light as the place in which savings should go so long as saving 
rather than investment is the principle. 

Now advertising need not necessarily be by means of the newspaper. This 
is a medium not to be underrated. But for the present, there is a better way 
of reaching the public in the locality. This is by means of the booklet. Re- 
cently the writer was asked to prepare an article, to be printed in a booklet, 
on ‘‘The Small Depositor’’ and one upon ‘‘ How to tell a Strong Bank.’’ In 
the treatment of these topics it became apparent that much might be said of 
the nature and function of banking which would be desirable to put before the 
would-be depositor. The very idea of saving might be made into an article 
which would attract custom to the bank and yet harm no one. It might be 
written from the high standpoint of public policy and of general private in- 
terest. This, put into the hands of the young man, would induce him, we will 
say, to become a customer of the bank. In time he becomes a valuable depos- 
itor, for with his growth the bank benefits. Now the booklet, which is put into 
the hands of the desired customer, may be addressed to him from any point 
of view which will make him see the advantage it is to do business with a bank. 
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Incidentally, the worth of the particular bank may he shown. And all this 
done without descending a hairbreadth from the plane of service and worth 
which are inherent in the bank. There are some distinctions to be made be- 
tween all banks. There is no reason why, if the truth be told in a plain way 
without pointing the finger of derision to another, any bank may not have 
credit before the people for its peculiar elements of strength and serviceable- 
ness. So also its own methods of doing business may be made plain. If the 
proper language is used, if the writer of the advertising matter knows a bank 
and banking, and is imbued with its lofty purpose, he cannot fail to impress 
the worth and dignity of the institution upon his readers. 

The direct returns of the advertising may never be quite apparent, as they 
are in other lines of business. True, where there is a large body of workmen 
it may be readily seen what effect the educative literature has by the increase 
in names on the books of the bank. But for the most part the particular effect 
upon the individual cannot be noted. But there is an indirect effect of the ad- 
vertising which the banker should think over. It is the effect on his general 
business of having the bank well understood in the community, its meaning and 
purpose, and its methods. It may be said, in a word, that where the people 
understand the true nature of banking they will not be so much influenced 
by scares as where they do not. A community which knows what it is that 
makes the bank solvent will not be in a hurry to withdraw its funds at a criti- 
eal time. It is fear, by the ignorant, which causes runs. That is, of course, 
runs which are based on unfounded rumors of the failing condition of the 
bank. This effect of advertising is a most desirable one. It is the knowledge 
which aids the bank in performing its complete work in a community. For it 
is in accordance with the trust imposed in it by the whole community that the — 
bank may venture to make credits and receive deposits. 

As to the matter of economy there need be little said. The bank cannot af- 
ford to lag behind because of saving a few dollars of expense. What it should 
work for, of course, is the building up of the whole banking scheme; that is, 
it should work to build up banking first and by this means profit as a bank. 
That is to say, when every man knows and uses the bank each one will be cor- 
respondingly benefitted. And any expense incurred in this general education 
of patrons is wise. In a sense the bank has fewer expenses than its patrons 
and can afford this one. 

The vital thing in advertising is how far shall the bank yield its traditional 
silence to the spirit of husiness progress. Publicity of the corporation is being 
everywhere demanded. By tactful means it may make itself known to the 
publie, satisfy this demand, and benefit its own business. Business is more 
eager and more serviceable than ever before. There is no doubt now that our 
system of commerce does more for the money than it ever did before. And so, 
too, the bank may well yield a point to this desire to advertise a business that 
it may have a larger patronage. The bank ought not to hide its light under a 
bushel. If there are men who do not use a bank because they do not know its 

benefits, it is the duty of the bank, as a business proposition, to enlighten this 
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class. But it must be very far from trying to build itself up on the downfall 
of a competitor. The bank cannot yield so far as to be personal in its talks to 
the public. It must maintain the traditional silence with reference to compet- 
ing banks. But it ought to do for business what business does for it—contrib- 
ute something to the great movement of trade and commerce which is ever 
sweeping the idea of service to the largest number at the smallest price higher 
and higher. This is the only salvation the world can soon know against the 
greed and fierceness of competition. Service! Let this be the gauge of adver- 
tising by the bank and there is nothing to fear. Anything which would induce 
the eutting of rates, or the doing for nothing of that for which a fee is charged, 
should never be admitted in the bank’s advertising matter. But that which 
will uplift all, that which will enlighten and help the customers in mass, this 
is legitimate. Business is going ahead all the time. The methods are changing 
and with this change the bank must do its part.

REBUKE FOR CONGRESS 


Col. James R. Branch, secretary of the American Bankers’ Association, 
delivered a rebuke to Congress in his address before the New Jersey Bankers’ 
Association at its recent convention for neglecting to comply with the recom- 
mendations relative to currency legislation. ‘‘This question of the currency,” 
he said, ‘‘that you have just discussed in a small way is, in my opinion, of 
much more importance than the bankers of the country seem to think. I had 
the honor of being the secretary of the currency committee appointed by the 
American Bankers’ Association. I think in the committee there were sixteen 
men, each of whom was an able banker and selected geographically from all 
sections of the country. 

‘*These men went to Washington and they had at their session Congress- 
men Fowler, the Treasurer of the United States, Comptroller of the Currency 
and other able men. They had their meetings in the morning at 10 o’clock 
and they adjourned for lunch and kept those meetings up in the afternoon 
until 6 o’cloeck. They worked hard and laboriously. They first discussed formal 
principles to try and settle on something as a foundation for a bill which 
would prove the panacea they were looking for. They discussed these princi- 
ples for two or three days and after agreeing on them they formulated the 
recommendations which were made to the committee on banking and currency, 
and I will say for your information that each one of these suggt.tions was 
unanimously adopted by these fifteen men on this commission. 

‘‘Now, if these men, representing different sections of the country, having 
divergent ideas when they came to Washington, could unanimously adopt these 
recommendations—they were trust company men and savings bank men, Na- 
tional bank men and state bank men and private bankers—there must be a 
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great deal of weight behind their proposals. After making these recommenda- 
tions, the committee on banking and currency held public sessions and each 
member of this commission appeared before this committee and they were ques- 
tioned in the closest kind of way. The questions were most searching, and they 
were asked by men who were thoroughly aware and familiar with the questions. 

‘* After the commission went away this committee continued to have a public 
hearing and anyone who desired could appear before it. The only recom- 
mendation made by the commission of the American Bankers’ Association 
which was not adopted by this currency commission was a tax of 214 per cent 
and with 25 per cent currency to be issued, 25 per cent of the capital of the 
banks. This committee changed 214 per cent to 3 per cent, as there was a 
little difference of opinion as to whether two and one-half was enough. They 
made their report to Congress, embodying all these recommendations, and 
nothing was really done. 

‘‘The only eurrency legislation that went through was known as the Al- 
drich bill, and you are all familiar with that. We got home and sent out re- 
ports of this committee and the reports of the currency commission to over a 
hundred and fifty thousand people. We sent them to every banker in the 
United States. We sent them to every newspaper and we sent them to every 
lawyer. It did not arouse the interest that was expected and the people ap- 
peared to be more lukewarm than the commission thought they should be. 

‘**T think very probably the condition today is due to ignorance of the sub- 
ject. They think that if all men will take the question and study it and see 
the bearing from all sides, that they can only think one way. They think that 
because each one of these men was convinced. The men went there, thinking 
directly opposite to the way they voted, but before they came away they were 
convinced that this report of this currency commission was correct, but while 
it may not be actually perfect it was a step that could be taken in the right 
direction.’’ 


YEAR’S NEW ISSUES $500,000,000 


With the current borrowings by the Delaware & Hudson and Erie, there 
have been $185,000,000 in new note and bond issues put out within two weeks. 
The total of new capital issues of all kinds since the year opened exceeds 
$500,000,000. 

This is just half Mr Hill’s estimate of $1,100,000,000 annual borrowings 
by the railroads in order to secure the equipment and improvements neces- 
sary to handle the country’s business properly. 

When Mr Hill made this estimate on Nov. 10, 1906, Wall street took 

i fright and call money soon rose to 20 per cent, the banks then being below 


their reserves.

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UNION PACIFIC’S FINANCIAL PLAN 


E. H. Harriman’s plan to finance the necessities of Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific was eminently successful. The underwriting of the Union 
Pacific convertible bond issue, which yields 4.78 per cent on the investment, 
running for twenty years and having attached a call on Union Pacific common 
for ten years at 15714, was favorably received and over-subseribed five days 
after its authorization. 

In connection with the announcement of the issue of $75,000,000 Union 
Pacifie convertible bonds and $36,000,000 of Southern Pacifie preferred stock, 
the Wall Street Journal published an article on the financial position of the 
Harriman lines, of which the main points follow: 


1—The Union Pacific has in its treasury today $243,000,000 of free assets 
at a conservative valuation and in addition 1,628 miles of unmortgaged railway 
against which bonds will be issued to the extent of probably $70,000,000 and 
placed in the Union Pacifie treasury as a free asset. 

2—The Southern Pacific has today free assets valued at $140,668,202. 

3—On a conservative estimate Union Pacifie will earn this year a surplus 
applicable to common dividends of $32,324,000. This is equivalent to 1614 per 
cent on the common stock. The common dividend requirements are $19,544.- 
690. The surplus should provide for a balance after dividends of nearly 
$13,000,000. 

4—On a conservative estimate the Southern Pacific will earn this year a 
surplus applicable to common dividends of $22,999,000. This is equivalent to 
11.7 per cent of its $197,849,258 common stock. 

5—These indicated stock earnings are after maintenance outlays probably 
heavier (as was the case last year) than in the case of any other railways west 
of the Mississippi River. Furthermore the Union Pacific stock earnings take 
no consideration of the extensive equities in the undistributed earnings of affil- 
iated lines. Its equity in the Southern Pacific alone this year will amount to 
about 3 per cent on Union Pacific common. 

As these securities (the new Union Pacific bonds) are convertible into 
common stock at $175, it appears that when they are all converted the common 
stock liability on account of their issue will be about $42,800,000. This ap- 
pears to make it excellent financing from the Union Pacifie end. Similarly, 
as the bonds are offered to the stockholders at a discount of 10 per cent it tends 
to make it attractive for them. The bonds are to run twenty years, therefore 
they will show a yield of 4.78 per cent if they run until maturity. 


The feature to be borne in mind in connection with these bonds is that it 
appears that they can be converted into common stock at a profit when the 
common strikes 160 a share—say at 158—as they are offered to the stockholders 
at a 10 per cent discount. 
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One of the most interesting features is the enormous bulk of the free assets 
of the Southern Pacific Co. These consists as follows:

That the nature of these free assets may be fully understood it may be 
pointed out that for the advances for new construction, ete., amounting to 
nearly $40,000,000 bonds will be issued and placed in the Southern Pacific 
treasury as a free asset and these bonds will of course draw interest and add 
to the othe. income of the company. Similarly, the electrical enterprises, the 
real estate, the steamships, etc., all pay their interest, dividends and rents or 
whatever it may be. 

In connection with the floating debt of the Southern Pacific, $18,000,000 is 
in the form of bills payable and $14,300,000 is due the Union Pacific for ad- 
vances. 


Now the Union Pacifie has to pay the Southern Pacifie about $16,000,000 
on account of the new stock issue. In other words it ean practically get its 
$16,000,000 of new Southern Pacifie stock free, taking it less $2,000,000 in re- 
turn for the Southern Pacific preferred. 

Of course the entire item of bills payable of the Southern Pacific amount- 
ing to $32,300,000 will be discharged by the receipts from the new issue of 
preferred stock with nearly $4,000,000 to spare. 

As to the results of Union Pacifie’s various stock enterprises it appears 
that the entire profits on account of the Hill stocks was nearly $60,000,000 and 
the Southern Pacific purchases show a gain of $25,000,000 or a total of $85,- 
000,000. On the other hand the stocks purchased last fall and in fact all other 
stock purchases show a depreciation of $18,078,368. This leaves a net gain in 
profit or whatever it may be called of $66,352,058. 


The stocks purchased last fall have a face value of $127,000,000; they cost 
$132,000,000, and they are carried in the books as $98,000,000. The discounts 
—the difference between the $98,000,000 book value and the $131,000,000 cost, 
is of course not written off against income as many people suppose to be the 
ease, but to profits on stock investments. The Union Pacific interests do not 
regard this depreciation on account of investments made last fall as a loss but 
merely as a temporary change which will sooner or later be more than made up. 

The so-called floating debt of the Union Pacific, given at $63,683,000, is in 
reality a deferred asset. It all represents loans or advances for which the 
Union Pacific treasury must be reimbursed. These deferred assets compare 
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with the same account last June as follows: May 4, 1907, $63,683,000; June 
30, 1906, $51,172,090; increase in eight months, $12,510,910. 


The idea has got around that the present financing will not take care of the 
Short Line notes to the Pennsylvania Co. This is wholly owing to a misunder- 
standing of Union Pacific’s finances. 


The floating debt of the Union Pacific amounting to about $55,000,000, is 
more than accounted for by the deferred assets—erroneously called ‘‘floating 
debt’’—mentioned above. When the Union Pacific gets the $67,000,000 from 
its debenture issue it will be able to discharge all its floating debt, including 
the Pennsylvania notes, and have to spare $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 of excess 
cash from this debenture account, together with a large volume of deferred as- 
sets in acquiring which the present floating debt was incurred. 


The current criticisms of the financial position of the Union Pacific the 
wild talk of its unlimited need for capital, can only spring from an ignorance 
of the Union Pacifie situation. It is wholly forgotten that the Union Pacific 
has practically done no financing in the past five years, the only new issues in 
this period having been Oregon refunding fours to the extent of $45,000,000, 
and Oregon participating fours of $36,000,000, both of a refunding nature. 


The capital liabilities of the Union Pacific as of 1902 and 1906 show prac- 
tically no change:

In spite of its rise from comparative bankruptcy to wealth and power, its 
tremendous expansion of earnings, its enormous increase in surplus distribu- 
tions to the investment public, and the creation of one of the most magnifi- 
cent railroad properties in the west, the fact appears to be that after all this 
the capital liabilities of the Union Pacific in the period practically underwent 
no change. 


And now the present financing, the first practically since 1902, calls for a 
$75,000,000 debenture issue which will still leave the bonded debt of the Union 
Pacific on a lower basis than it was five years ago—notwithstanding the fact 
that in the meanwhile the property itself has been put in par physical shape, 
$243,000,000 of free assets have been put into its treasury, and in addition it 
has the option to put in its treasury as a free asset $70,000,000 more bonds in 
lieu of 1,628 miles of unmortgaged road. And still further there is a fair prob- 
ability that the $75,000,000 debentures will not endure but will be wiped out 
entirely and a $42,000,000 common stock substituted therefor. 
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INDIVIDUALISM AGAINST SOCIALISM 


In an address delivered in Brooklyn last month by Henry Clews, whose 
topic was ‘‘ Individualism Against Socialism,’’ he took as the basis of his argu- 
ment the principle of competition under which individuals are absolutely free 
and untrammeled in their rights to earn a living and to choose such life work 
as each may deem best. As Mr. Clews tersely expressed it: ‘‘Competition 
clearly means industrial freedom. Thus any one may choose his own trade or 
profession. He is free to work hard or not. He may make his own bargains 
and set his price upon his labor or products.’’ 

It is right at this point that Mr. Clews strikes at the heart of socialism and 
lays bare in remarkably clear language a vital weakness in that political prop- 
aganda. He said: 

‘*Let us now turn to socialism—a system which if adopted would call a halt 
to our progress, tear down our established institutions and turn our great pros- 
perity into ruin and decay. 

‘*Socialists would fence up the great field of free opportunity, deaden all 
incentive or inspiration for great achievement and not only curtail but wholly 
remove the right to compete and excel and make it impossible to write ‘Suc- 
cess’ as the right of individual effort. 

‘Just think of it! Why the very thing the socialists attack as untenable 
and wrong in government—individual competition—has done more than any- 
thing else to make us what we are as a nation today. 

‘‘Take away the spirit of individualism from the people and you at once 
eliminate the American spirit—the love of freedom, of free industry and un- 
fettered opportunity—you take away freedom itself. 

**T most emphatically assert that we cannot get rid of competition, any 
more than we can get rid of the law of gravitation. The American inventor, 
mechanic, farmer, merchant and financier, and the worker in every profession, 
‘are, every one of them—proud, respectively, of their skill, knowledge and 
ability. Their ambition is to excel—to produce the most and best. Experience, 
enterprise and courage create opportune conditions most favorable to the State 
and Nation and to themselves. Each vies with his fellow man in producing 
the best results and is always willing to tackle any obstacle—no matter how 
formidable—that stands in the ways of success. In his whole compendium and 
entire makeup, there is no such word as fail. He aids, by his untiring and in- 
dividual energy and effort, in making his country the greatest in the whole ag- 
ricultural, industrial and financial world. He reaps the reward of industry 
and acccomplishment and his home is blessed with bounty; and he knows that 
his children have equal opportunity with himself to learn and to achieve. 

‘*Shall he be asked to tolerate, or consider the sacrifice of all these things, 
so dear to him, for Socialism? Shall he be led to believe in a foreign pian or 
system of government that degrades skill, eliminates acequisition and thrift, 
and ignores genius? I cannot think so! 
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‘*These are the very qualities and attributes that he prizes so highly, as 
essential to the prosperity of the home and nation. He knows (or should 
know) that to do so would be to deaden and relinquish those God-given qual- 


ities of heart and brain that have helped to make him and his country what 
they are today. 


‘He knows (what the nations of the world concede) that the American 
people are the most prosperous of all on the face of the globe,—and that this 
high and commanding position has been attained under existing conditions, 
and through the operation of our admirable system of government. 


‘* Whatever, therefore, may be the pretexts used to make him dissatisfied 
with his lot, his own experience tells him every day that the Constitution under 
which he lives is a glorious one; and so implanted in the hearts of the American 
people as to be impregnable against the assaults of Socialism. 


‘*At the same time, he is appreciative of the fact that it is not in the nature 
of things to expect in this world blessings pure and unmixed, but he is thankful 


for the superior good that he enjoys under our beneficent democratic form of 
government. 


‘‘The experience of years has demonstrated that at the present time all 
business enterprises require rare ability and experiencce, if not genius, to en- 
sure success. 


‘*Great financiers and successful men have devoted their lives to the study 
and practice of their trade and business. In the economy of commerce and 
its daily conduct and operation, there are numerous divisions or departments, 
each one of which can only be understood, appreciated and conducted by men 
of special training and fitness—who have given years of application thereto— 
and it is only by their watchful care and expert management of each of these 
divisions that a possible success is derived or business made to pay. 


‘‘The smallest neglect, the merest indifference to details, or the inattention 
that always accompanies abstraction by something else—taking one’s mind off 
his business—upsets the whole system, and means waste instead of saving econ- 
omy, loss in place of profit, and inevitable failure as the result. That this is 
true there is not the slightest doubt, and would be readily confirmed by the 
leaders of every industry.’’ 


The socialists do not make response to the afgument advanced by its op- 
ponents as stated so clearly by Mr. Clews, which is, in any respect, an answer. 
They do advance long arguments and many specious contentions but in every 
instance they lead inevitably to the same end, i. e., the utter destruction of in- 
dividual competition to the advantage of the lazy, shiftless, good for nothing 
and to the detriment of the industrious, painstaking citizen.

ATS 
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TREASURY SURPLUS WILL EXCEED $70,000,000 


In its May cireular the National City Bank of New York said that the indi- 
cations are that the current fiscal year will close with a surplus exceeding $70,- 
000,000. Last December, at the beginning of the session of congress, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury made an estimate of $58,000,000, but the receipts sur- 
passed all expectations, the excess of the latter over, expenditures being $56,- 
000,000. 


May and June yet are to be heard from before the fiscal year ends. On this 
point the circular said: As showing how complete has been the transformation 
with respect to treasury finances, the present excess of $56,000,000 may be com- 
pared with a surplus May 1, 1906, of only $5,000,000. For ten months of the 
current year, July to April inclusive, customs receipts are larger by $25,000,- 
000 than for the similar period a year ago. During this time also internal 
revenues have made large gains over the corresponding ten months of 1906, 
and are heavier by more than $16,000,000. Miscellaneous items show a gain 
of $10,000,000. This latter inerease, so unusual in character, is accounted for 
in part by profits on coinage arising from recent heavy purchases of silver for 
subsidiary pieces. 

Expenditures on the whole are not appreciably greater than shown at this 
time last year. In fact, it is surprising to find that the aggregate from day to 
day about keeps pace with last year’s figures. For ten months this year this 
side of the government sheet shows an outgo of $487,000,000, as compared 
with $486,000,000 for the same months last year. While the aggregate is so 
nearly the same, there is considerable variation as to particular items. Thus 
war expenditures show an increase of $6,500,000, public works $10,000,000 and 
Indians $2,000,000; while the navy items show a decrease of $15,000,000, pen- 
sions $2,000,000, and civil and miscellaneous $1,000,000. As the actual results, 
so far as expenditures are concerned, nearly tally with treasury estimates made 
last December, it will be seen that the growth of receipts is alone responsible 
for the handsome excess of $56,000,000 now shown and which with two months 
yet to be recorded is within $2,000,000 of the surplus estimated for the entire 
year. 

Barring unforeseen and untoward happenings then, we may fairly expect 
the year to close with an accumulation that would be embarrassing were it not 
for the fact that the treasury programme contemplates the redemption of all 
outstanding fours of 1907 that may not have been refunded under Secretary 
Cortelyou’s offer of April 2, 1907. This order, which came as the climax to 
the various and urgently needed measures adopted by the secretary for the 
relief of the acute financial strain in March, contemplated the reduction of 
outstanding 4s of 1907 to a figure approximating $46,000,000. And it is 
substantially this sum which will be required to pay off all the 4s intended 
for redemption either under orders anticipating maturity or at maturity July 
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1 next. The surplus of the year will therefore serve the useful purpose of 
providing for the redemption of maturing bonds. 

The treasury working balance in the vaults has been reduced to about 
$64,000,000, either through the increase in accounts with depository banks 
or because of bond redemptions, and therefore, it would seem that the nm 
required on June 1 next to pay off the 4’s of 1907 must be withdrawn from 
banks. The depository banks now hold of public moneys $166,700.000 to 
the credit of the treasurer of the United States and $10,600,000 to the credit 
of disbursing officers, a total of $177,300,000. The withdrawal of a portion 
of these funds may reasonably be expected, and as the redemption of the 
maturing bonds will at once return the proceeds into circulation, it is not 
likely that a large withdrawal from depository banks will have any appreciable 
effect on the money market. 

The circular contended that sooner or later there will be anothey issue of 
Panama bonds, but as the prosperous condition of the national treasury 
makes it entirely feasible to leave the proceeds of a Panama issue with the 
depository banks, this next problem in treasury financing need not be a 
disturbing factor. Regarding refunding of the short 4s the cireular says: 


Refunding of the 4s of 1907 to an amount not exceeding $50,000,000 
was begun April 6 and -vill continue until that figure is reached or until June 
30, 1907. To date the holders of these bonds have availed themselves of the 
refunding privilege to the extent of $40,000,000, leaving only $10,000,000 
yet to be exchanged. Doubtless before the time limit expires the $50,000,000 
authorized will be reached. The offer of the department to redeem these bonds 
at principal and interest to maturity to the extent of $25,000,000 has also 
been accepted by holders to the extent of $23,500,000, and this privilege 
is nearly exhausted. 

On April 1, the 2s of 1930 were selling at 105. Two days later this issue 
declined to 10414 on the announcement of the secretary of the treasury that 
he would refund $50,000,000 United States 4s of 1907 into a like amount of 
United States 2s of 1930. Since that time, the market for the 2s has ranged 
between 10414 and 10414, the bonds being now offered for sale at 1043¢, at 
which price the profits on circulation are 1.05 per cent over loaning cost ef 
the bonds direct. Under the offer of the secretary of the treasury, the 2s of 
1930, figured as of April 10, cost approximately 103 9-16. These figures are 
acounted for by the fact that the secretary issued the 2s of 1930 at a premium 
of 3 per cent plus accrued interest on the bonds from April 1, amounting to 


.05 per cent. 5 


The secretary accepted the 4s of 1907 upon an income basis of 214 per cent, 
plus interest from April 1. On April 10, the date above mentioned, the 2s 
were accepted at 100.49. As a holder of the short 4s could secure 101 for 
them under the secretary’s offer to redeem the bonds, a loss of .51 was sus- 
tained by refunding them into the 2s of 1930. Adding this .51 to the 103.05 
referred to made the 2s cost 103.56 on April 10, as indicated above. On 
each succeding day after April 10, the 2s cost approximately .00447 less 
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that 103.56 for the reason that a holder secures 4 per cent interest on his 
short 4s and is only charged 2 per cent interest on the 2s of 1930. 

The 4s of 1907 have advanced about 14 of 1 per cent and are selling 
around 10114. As the 2s of 1930 have sold between 10414 and 10414, dealers 
could very well afford to pay the % of 1 per cent premiums for the short 
4s, as, by refunding the latter bonds, they secured the 2s of 1930 at about 
104 1-16. In fact, the short 4s have sold as high as 10134 when the 2s were sell- 
ing between 1043g and 10414 as there was a profit in refunding the short 4s and 
selling the 2s thus secured, even at the high premium of 34 of 1 per cent 
paid for the former. 

The treasury will soon be in a position to meet the demand for small 
hills. Rapid progress has been made by the bureau of engraving and printing 
in the preparation of the smaller denominations that were authorized by the 
Aldrich act, and it is expected that by July 1, the sub treasury offices will 
be supplied with $5 United States notes and $10 gold certificates, which will 
be paid out in ordinary transactions. The $5 notes will be exchanged for 
worn United States notes, and the $10 gold certificates will be exchanged 
for deposits of gold coin, for worn gold certificates and for United States 
notes. The issue of $1 and $2 denominations of paper currency will be 
confined to silver certificates. In some instances, in response to inquiries, 
the treasury has written banks that limited amounts of these denominations 
may be obtained at sub-treasuries in exchange for unfit silver certificates, 
but to secure larger amounts of either of the smaller denominations the unfit 
bills of any denomination should be forwarded directly to the treasury at 
Washington. 

Authorities are of the opinion that there may be some delay in realizing 
the full measure of relief intended by the recent legislation, but if the holders 
of silver certificates of the denomination of $10 and above will present them 


for redemption, such as are on hand, fit or unfit, it will facilitate the issue 
of the smaller denominations. 


THE SHERMAN ANTI-TRUST LAW 


In an address delivered before the Louisiana Bankers’ Association at 
Shreveport, Former Comptroller of Currency Charles G. Dawes, now presi- 
dent of the Central Trust Company of Chicago, paid his respects to the 
Sherman anti-trust law and relations to the public. He said in part: 

‘‘This is the day of the critic in the United States. He thrives in periods 
of prosperity. When an American citizen gets his own nose off the grind- 
stone he is very apt, and sometimes to the great good of the public, to thrust it 
into somebody’s else business. That has been very industriously done recently, 
and we are fortunate in this country that it has been done. For myself, I 
have very little use for the critic. While I recognize his usefulness to the 
community, and the value of his work, I have very little regard for the 
critic whose sole effort it to destroy character, whose sole effort is to destroy 
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men, unless the destruction of men and of character is preliminary to the 
accomplishment of a real reform. 


‘“We have had much criticism in this country lately of a kind calculated 
to put us upon the right course. We are having a great deal of it, accom- 
panied by such sensationalism that the danger is that the public is becoming 
accustomed, as were the shepherds of the fable, to the oft reiterated ery 
of ‘‘wolf,’’ and the danger to-day is not of radical action in connection 
with matters of legislation, but the danger of apathy. I want to speak 
to you on a subject in connection with which there is danger of apathy, a 
subject which should receive the attention of Congress at this time, when 
public interest in matters of corporations and corporation reforms and cor- 
poration legislation is at its height. The Sherman anti-trust law sprang out 
of just such conditions as we have in the country today, from widespread 
interest in this matter of corporate abuses, and it was hostile legislation. 
It was legislation which resulted from an excited condition in the country, 
and it was ill considered, and for that reason until recently, for sixteen 
years, it has been a dead letter upon the statute books of the United States. 


**The Sherman anti-trust law provides that all agreements in restraint of 
trade are criminal, whether they are really criminal, inherently criminal, 
or not. This is the day of the trade agreement. We have national, state, city 
and district associations of business men, who are brought together by their 
desire to formulate what we might eall the rules of trade, the rules of the 
game. Very often these combinations are made for the purpose of existing, 
not of extorting. Very often the agreements in restraint of trade which 
these business men make are beneficial to the public, much less criminal. 
An agreement among competitors, for instance, to sell only pure goods as 
distinguished from adulterated goods, is unquestionably beneficial to the 
public, and yet, under the Sherman anti-trust law, is presumably as criminal 
as an agrement among competitors to combine to extort an unreasonable price, 
which is unquestionably injurious to the public. An agreement among busi- 
ness men which aims to preserve high standards in manufactured products, 
to prevent an undue collection at points where the demand cannot possibly 
equal the supply, of perishable merchandise, and where a loss and waste 
would result if that agreement were not made, is unquestionably in the 
public interest. An agreement even not to sell below cost may be a public 
benefit as preserving a larger area of reasonable competition, for, certainly, 
we have heard a great deal of complaint recently about certain large corpora- 
tions going into some particular locality and selling below cost, in order 
that they may crush out local competition, and after creating a monopoly 
raise the prices higher than before. 


‘‘The point I wish to make is that there are agreements in restraint of 
trade which are beneficial to the public. These are agreements in restraint of 
trade which preserve simply private rights and are not detrimental to the 
public. There are agreements in restraint of trade which are injurious to 
the public and should come under the ban of the law, but no law in this 
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country can ever be beneficially enforced which makes equally criminal agree- 
ments which are inherently innocent with those which are inherently guilty, 
and that the Sherman anti-trust law does. 


‘‘The first fault with this law as it stands at present is that the crime 
is not clearly defined, and it will only be defined as each ease is brought before 
the courts, so that the business community is in doubt as to what constitutes 
a erime under the Sherman anti-trust law. Being thus indefinite in its 
description of the crime, it militates against the scrupulous man in business, 
and in favor of the unscrupulous man in business. First, because the 
scrupulous man desires to take no risks with the law and refrains from 
trade agreements which may come under its ban. Second, the unscrupu- 
lous man violates the law with greater impunity because any law which 
makes equally guilty an innocent person with a guilty one is inevitably 
difficult of enforcement. It militates against the beneficial and the good 
trade agreements, and in favor of the bad trade agreements, for the reason 
that I have just stated in connection with the individual. In the first place, 
if the law is generally enforced it will lead scrupulous business. men—it 
will have a tendeney, at any rate, to lead scrupulous business men, either 
to sell out their business to the man who will take risks with the law which 
is a publie injury, or it will tend to lead the owners of large busimess to 
sell it out in separate parts to those who will compete with each other again 


and thus lessen the economy of production and distribution, which is a public 
injury. 

‘“‘The Sherman anti-trust law is favorable to the formation of large cor- 
porations because it puts a premium upon the consolidation of any number 
of corporations less than the whole, because they can then do legally as a 


consolidation what they might do without injury to the public but illegally 
under a trade agreement. 

**Competition in this country has run riot, Small businesses are being 
crushed out. We are coming to see that under the law of evolution we 
must recognize the fact that the trade: agreement in the United States has 
come to stay, and we must in some way provide under the law for the trial 
of the trade agreement, just as we provide for the trial of a man in case 
he is charged with a crime. Let the trade agreement not be presumed 
guilty before trial, as it is presumed to be guilty before trial under the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

**Now, another objection to the Sherman anti-trust law—and this is a 
most serious objection—is that under a law so indefinite in its description 
of a crime, making trade agreements inherently innocent as guilty as those 
which are really formed for the purpose of extortion, of necessity such lati- 
tude and discretion is given to the executive officers of the government, in 
their right to proceed against corporations and their officials, that its enforce- 
ment will inevitably result in the appearance at least of governmental favor- 
itism. 


‘“We need the reformation of the Sherman anti-trust law so as to give a 
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clear definition of the crime, so as to provide for the trial of a trade agree- 
ment, just as our criminal laws provide for the trial of a man who is 
supposed to be guilty of an infraction of the criminal law, and then we 
may hope for some advance. At this time we need in our legislature and in 
the Congress of the United States, leaders who will stand against ineffective, 
radical existing legislation, such as the Sherman anti-trust law. It is as 
much a measure of reform to correct this law as to pass laws in connection 
with railroad rates. We do not find any lack of leaders in connection with 
the advocacy of radical legislation in connection with corporations. It does 
not require courage for a public man to stand for those things which are 
popular in the country, but we need men who will stand for that which 
is right and that which is reasonable, even if it brings down upon them 


for the time being the castigation instead of the applause of the radical 
portion of the public. 


‘*We need in this country high standards of thought and argument. It is 
no argument to say that a man only opposed the Sherman anti-trust law 
because he thinks he gains personally by so doing. The men who take an 
interest in these things as a rule are not influenced by low or sordid motives. 
It is no more fair to use that ery of dishonesty against the men who besieve 
in the reformation of these radical laws than it is to claim that magazine 
writers, who fill the magazines with scandal and sensationalism, are influ- 


enced by the fees they get from the publishers of the magazines for writing 
the articles. 


‘*We need high standards of thought. We need honest men and courageous 
men in our public places, and it is only in proportion as we get them that we 
ean hope to make progress in the real reform of the existing corporation 
situation in the United States. I believe that we are now entering into a 
period of clear thinking. We have smoked a great many rascals out, very 
fortunately for the business interests of this country, but I stand here to-day 
and say that there never was a time in this or any other country when the 


standard of business honesty was so high and the morals of the average 
business man were so good. 


‘*We are not retrograding. The very troubles that we have had in the 
last few years show that we are not retrograding or we would not have had 
them. We have these periods of public education. They are leading to 
better things. But, my friends, it is very essential that the men who are 
listened to in the country appeal to the reason of the people and not to 
the prejudice of the people. If a man came into your office to sell you 
real estate or to sell you insurance, and commenced his appeal by something 
which was designed to raise a prejudice in your mind, you would not listen 
to him. You would want business reasons presented to you. But in a large 
portion of the press to-day we see constantly the appeal to the prejudices 
of the people in the endeavor to influence them upon this matter of public 
import. This is a day when the country confronts business questions and 
it needs clear and honest thought. Tlasten the day when we may have it.”’ 
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WEST TO GET MORE GOVERNMENT MONEY 


Important changes in the system of distributing government funds in 
the national banks of the country, by which a greater share is to be sent 
to Chicago and other western financial centers, is expected to result from 
the findings of the special commission appointed by Secretary Cortelyou 
to investigate the question. Its duty will be to study into the system of 
government depositories that have been made since Secretary Shaw took 
charge and recommend such changes as it finds are demanded by the 
general business interests of the country. 


The Aldrich act, passed at the last session of Congress, allows the Seecre- 
tary of the Treasury to deposit the customs receipts, in addition to the 
collections for internal revenue. This more than doubles the amount avail- 
able, as the internal receipts for the present fiscal year aggregate only $227,- 
881,000, as compared with $283,200,000 from customs. 

Chicago financial men, as well as bankers from St. Louis, Kansas City, 
and other of the larger western cities, have discussed the question of govern- 
ment deposits with Secretary Cortelyou and urged that the west be given 
more recognition in the matter of public moneys. Their statements con- 
vineed the officials of the treasury department that cause for genuine com- 
plaint exists and that the matter should be thoroughly investigated. 

Secretary Shaw’s policy was to hold a large reserve, amounting to more 
that $100,000,000, in Washington for use in emergencies, which for the 
most part consisted of trouble in Wall street. This gave Mr. Shaw all the 
available cash needed in such panic times to be dumped into the New York 
money market to relieve the stress. 

The remaining funds under the Shaw regime were prorated among 
the banks of the country, most of it going to banks in small centers. . 

There were frequent complaints of favoritism made, but Secretary Shaw 
always contended that the distribution was equitably made. His policy 
was to withdraw this money pro rata whenever the government needed 
it for bond redemptions and other purposes, regardless of whether special 
conditions in certain Tocalities, such as moving the wheat crop in the west 
or the cotton crop in the south, created special need for the money in those 
localities. 

Secretary Cortelyou is known to favor certain changes in this policy, 
especially that part of it which provides a large reserve to which Wall 
street has got into the habit of looking upon as their special benefit fund 
to save them in times of money:stringency. Treasury officials contend that 
such a policy does not serve the general business of the country, but puts 
the government in the position of being a factor in stock gambling. 
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While it is held by many that the pro rata distribution of government 
deposits should be continued, they contend it should be adjusted to fit the 
business demands of the country in a larger sense. Such a change would 
reduce the amounts going to many of the smaller cities, but it would place 
larger amounts in the great agricultural, manufacturing, and jobbing centers 
of the interior when they were demanded by legitimate business conditions. 


‘When Congress convenes Secretary Cortelyou will ask for authority to 
change the system of accounting at sub-treasuries. His plan is to have the 
same system that is to put into operation in the Treasury Department proper, 
and to appoint a corps of expert accountants who shall have the same duties 
and authority as bank examiners. 


COUNTRY’S CLEARINGS SHOW GAIN 


Bank clearings for April showed continued heavy settlements through the 
banks in all sections of the United States, in most of them larger than ever 
before reported in April, and this, notwithstanding exceptional activity in 
April of both preceding years. 


Reduced payments through the New York city banks, due to the much 
smaller volume of stock market operations this year, again caused a loss in 
New York city bank clearings compared with both preceding years, according 
to R. G. Dun & Co., but, despite the latter, total bank exchanges at all cities 
in the United States outside New York are $4,950,289,850, an increase of 
13.9 per cent over last year and 22.1 per cent over April, 1905. 


This is a very satisfactory showing, especially as to results achieved at 
the important manufacturing centers in the New England States, in the 
Middle: Attantie States and in the Central West. Further improvement is 
noted at the South, and Baltimore reports a small gain, with much better 
results at Richmond and Atlanta. 


Decreases are still shown at two or three southern cities, but these are 
not important. St. Louis, New Orleans and Louisville report gains. There 
is a good increase at Chicago and other important central western cities, and 
few losses, while at the far West further heavy gains at many places point to 
continued rapid expansion there. 


At Pacifie coast cities a large increase testifies to the activity of trade in 
that section, though at San Francisco the report for April last year embraces 
only part of the month. Portland and some other Northern Pacific cities 
continue to show an exceptionally heavy volume of business. Comparison 
is made below of April bank exchanges by sections and the average daily 
figures for the year to date:

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RAILROAD AND TARIFF RATES 


Under the caption of ‘‘ Railroad Rates and Tariff Rates,’’ the Inter-Nstion 
calls attention to the following resolution in the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture last January: 


Whereas, The fifty-ninth Congress of the United States, at its first ses- 
sion, enacted a bill to enlarge the powers of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, for the purpose of securing railroad rates that should be just and 
equitable to every industry in every locality of the United States. 

Whereas, Time has demonstrated that the present customs tariff of the 
United States is not just and equitable, in its general application; therefore 
be it 

Resolved, That the general court of Massachusetts, while recognizing 
protection as the established policy of this country, believes that Congress 
should take immediate action in behalf of equitable tariff rates, similar to 
that taken in 1906 in behalf of equitable railroad rates; and to this end 
it further suggests the expediency of creating a permanent tariff commis- 


sion, to be appointed by the president, whose duty it shall be to inves- 
tigate conditions and recommend legislation. 


Resolved, That copies of these resolutions be sent by the secretary of 
the commonwealth to the presiding officers of both branches of Congress, and 
also to the senators and representatives in Congress from this commonwealth. 


Appropriate to the period, these resolutions have ealled attention to 
a situation of the greatest importance to this nation. Steel, iron and lumber 
are at an altitude not warranted by the world’s supply and requirements. 
Protection of the most radical character which has outlived its usefulness 
to struggling manufacturers has not been revised now that the necessity for 
its retention has passed, in spite of the most urgent demands. 


In commenting upon the importance of the resolutions, the Inter-Nation 
said in part: ‘‘ Enough stress has not been laid on the exact analogy between 
railroad rates and tariff rates. The people of the United States have never 
been slow to perceive the harm of discriminating railroad schedules, and 
last year they forced Congress to enact a drastic law to ensure absolute 
equality in rates for every individual and every locality of this country. 
In other words, they created al! the precedent that should be needed for 
a careful revision of the tariff. 


‘“Why has there been such a complaint against the railroads? Because 


they have made one rate to one man and another to another, and one 
rate to one locality and another to another. From this policy have sprung 
the great monopolies against which there is such an outery. The spectre 
of the Standard Oil company is always before us. The public views it 
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as one of the greatest menaces to the republic. Ayd yet if it is a baleful 
influence, it is easy to see how that influence was created. There is no 
darkness on this subject. We all know that railroad rebates made John D. 
Rockefeller and the Standard Oil company. 


‘*But what about Andrew Carnegie and the United States Steel corpora- 
tion? Are they any less a bane than Rockefeller and the Standard Oil 
company? Forsooth, no! Why, then, not strike, and strike hard, at the 
fact that has produced them? That fact is the tariff. It has discriminated 
between man and man, and between locality and locality as the railroads, 
at their worst, have never done. Why not investigate the facts here as 
rigidly as the facts of railroad discriminations have been investigated? Why 
damn the railroads and praise the tariff? 


‘“‘Why? Beeause the people have not yet asserted themselves. What 
luckless fata was it that turned the fury of the public against the rail- 
roads, while allowing the tariff to go scot free? Could anything more 
clearly demonstrate the fickleness of the people? And why this supineness 
of the president? He at least has intelligence. Nearly a quarter of-a century 
ago his eyes were opened to the horrid injustice of the tariff. In the earliest 
days of his political activity he used to declare his repugnance to the dis- 
criminating tariff schedules; he even went so far as to publish broadeast, 
that, rather than continue the iniquities which he perceived, he would retire 
from publie life. If there is one subject he understands better than the 
railroads, it is the tariff. Why, then, does he sulk in his tent when the 
question of tariff revision is raised ? 


‘*Consistency, thou art a jewel! We all know that at heart the President 
is a much of a tariff reformer as he was twenty-five years ago. No matter 
how great his temporizings have been since he became our chief executive, 
his friends have always exclaimed: ‘But he has never changed his real views 
on the tariff.’ What, then, is the matter with him? Where is that courage 


of his upon which the people of the United States have been wont to plume 
themselves ? 


‘What time so convenient for rectifying a great wrong as the present? 
The tariff problem should be given preference over the railroad problem. 
First, because the government of the United States has been the prime 
eause of the monstrous evil resulting from tariff discriminations, whereas 
the hardship, from unjust railroad rates resulted from private wrongdoing. 
The government should have purged itself before it preached righteousness 
to the railroads. It is unhandsome to try to make out that the tariff is purely 
an economic question. It is, first of all, a moral question; and, as in the 
cease of all moral questions, expediency should have no place in its settlement. 


Nothing has so contributed to make us Americans a race of hypocrites as the 
tariff. ’’

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RISE IN THE PRICE OF GOLD 


Nearly a decade has passed since the index-numbers recorded the begin- 
ning of another upward turn of prices of gold. From 1872 to 1897 all statis- 
tics, English, German, and American, had shown a steady downward move- 
ment, by which the general level of prices was reduced not less than 30 or 
35 per cent. But just as the bimetallists had conclusively proved that pric¢s 
never could or would rise so long as the gold standard was maintained the tide 
according to the New York Evening Post, suddenly turned; and the index- 
numbers have risen pretty steadily ever since. 

That the world-wide rise of prices is the result of the recent phenomenal 
increase of the world’s gold output, is the explanation that lies nearest at 
hand. Since 1883, which may be taken as low-water mark, the annual pro- 
duction of the yellow metal has advanced from $95,392,000 to $404,649,000; 
and the end is not yet in sight. The situation will be made clearer by the 
following table showing the total output of gold for selected periods since 
1830:

Compared with the present yearly output of $404,000,000, the modest an- 
nual product of $133,298,000 for the era of the Australian and Californian dis- 
coveries, which was considered a veritable deluge at the time, looks small. 
But if the Californian and Australian gold caused a rise of prices amount- 
ing to not less than 20 per cent between 1850 and 1865 or 1870—and all agree 
that it did—it would seem reasonable to believe that since 1897 similar causes 
have produced a like result. It is an impressive fact that so far as the record 
goes, and it now covers nearly four centuries, revolutionary changes in the 
production of the money metals have never failed to be followed by revolu- 
tionary changes in prices; while, conversely, every protracted movement in 
general price levels has accompanied some significant development in gold or 
silver mining. There has been, and still is, debate concerning the so-called 
‘*quantity theory of money;’’ but this has really turned upon the manner in 
which the supply of the precious metals affects prices, and does not question 
the relation between the two things. The upholder of the ‘‘quantity theory”’ 
maintains that it is by increasing or decreasing the number of coins in cir- 
culation that a changing supply of gold affects the general level of prices; 
while the critic usually contends that a change in the supply affects the utility 
of gold, as a commodity among other commodities, and thus alters the pur- 
chasing power of the metal contained in the dollar or eagle. Upon either 
theory, an increase in the gold output will reduce the value of money and tend 
to raise prices; and that some change of this sort has occurred since 1897 there 
is no reasonable doubt. 
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INCREASE IN NATIONAL BANKS 


In April forty-six national banking associations, with authorized capital 
of $5,480,000, were chartered, of which twenty-six, with aggregate capital 
of $680,000, were with individual capital of less than $50,000, and twenty, 
total capital $4,800,000, banks with individual capital of $50,000, or more. 
The conversions of state banks numbered eight; organizations to succeed 
state or private banks, thirteen; private organizations, twenty-five. 

Under authority of the act of March 14, 1900, and from that date to 
April 30, 1907, 2,205 associations with aggregate capital of $57,473,500, 
were organized. In the same period 1,198 banks, with capital of $142,837,800, 
were organized under the act of 1864. Of the 3,403 banks chartered in this 
period, 1,909, with capital of $104,412,500, were of primary organization; 
1,106, with capital of $69,222,000, organizations to succeed state or private 
banks, and 388, with capital of $26,676,800, conversions of state banks. 

At the close of April there were 6,422 national bansk in existence, with 
authorized capital of $887,684,275, and outstanding circulation of $599,913,- 
840, of which $550,204,771 was covered by bonds on deposit with the treasurer 
of the United States in trust, and the remainder, $49,709,069, by lawful 
money on deposit with the treasurer for the redemption of the notes. During 
the month of April there was a net increase in number of banks of 39; of 
$7,335,000 in capital stock, and $2,701,777 in circulation outstanding.

The summary by states, geographical divisions, and classes of national 
banks oragnized shows that the largest increase in number of banks occurred 
in the middle Western States, on account of the fact that this is the principal 
grain-producing region of the United States, which is the chief source of 
the country’s wealth. The Southern States show the second largest increase, 
on account of the wealth accumulated through the production of cotton and 
through the recent rapid development of southern industries. 
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BANKS MUST PAY REGISTRY 


The Minnesota trust companies must pay 
the registry tax on mortgages which they 
hold is the opinion of Attorney General E. 
T. Young of that state. At present, these 
companies pay a tax on their capital stock 
and surplus, and not on mortgages which 
they may own, but under the new law they 
will have to pay both. In his decision, the 
attorney general said: 

‘In your inquiry you ask: First, whether 
the new registry tax law applies to mort- 
gages taken by savings banks or trust com- 
panies and recorded after it takes effect, or 
whether they are exempt under section 3 
of the act, which exempts from its opera- 
tion persons or corporations taxed on a 
gross earnings basis or other methods of 
commutation in lieu of all other taxes? 
Second, also whether section 7, relating to 
foreclosures and assignments applies only 
to mortgages recorded after April 30, or 
to all mortgages? Third, you also ask 
whether the word debt as used in section 
8, relating to the method of subjecting old 
mortgages to this law, means principal, or 
both principal and interest? 

‘¢ Answering your inquiries in their order, 
I beg to say that, in my opinion, all banks, 
whether state or national, including sav- 
ings banks and trust companies, must pay 
the tax on mortgages recorded on or after 
May 1, 1907. 

‘*None of these institutions are taxed 
on what is known in law as a commuted 
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basis. Commutation, when applied to taxes, 
means a fixed sum agreed upon, in lieu of 
an ad valorem tax. The gross earnings 
taxes are the only commutation taxes under 
our laws. 

‘‘Second. It is clear that the provis- 
ions of section 7, relating to assignments 
and foreclosures, apply only to mortgages 
which are subject to the registry tax. Hold- 
ers of old mortgages may bring themselves 
under this law if they desire, but if they 
do not do so, they lose no rights they had 
before; they simply pay taxes in the old 
way. As to old mortgages, it must be borne 
in mind that unless the registry tax is paid 
on May 1, they will be subject to taxes this 
vear on the old basis, but if they come 
under the registry law before May 1 next 
year, they will thereafter he exempt. 

‘‘Third. As to section 8, [I would say 
that under section 2 the tax is limited to 
the principal debt exclusive of interest, and 
in the interest of uniformity the same rule 
should apply under section 8. The law, by 
its terms, takes effect from and after April 
30. Section 2 refers to morgtages filed on 
or after April 30. Section 7 refers to pa- 
pers relating to foreclosures, assignments 
and satisfactions recorded after April 30, 
1907. It would seem, therefore, that by 
the language of section 10 the legislature 
intended the law to take effect, not on April 
30, but from and after that date, or, in 
other words, on and after May 1, 1907. 52 
Minn. 460. 

‘*In my opinion, this tax would apply 
only to liens upon real estate created by 
contract and not to mechanics’ liens, or 
other liens arising by operation of law.’’ 


MASSILLON BANK WINS SUIT 


The petition of Judge J. P. Faweett, as 
trustee in bankruptcy of W. L. Davis, 
against the First National bank, of Massil- 
lon, Ohio, to recover the value of two bonds 
of the Howells-Davis-Brant Co., of the 
sum of $1,000 each, was recently dimissed 
by Referee in Bankruptcy A. M. McCarty. 
The action was characterized by the referee 
as an unusual and rather peculiar one aris- 
ing out of the phraseology of a collateral 
note, which provided that the collateral 
put up to secure a stipulated loan should 
be collateral also for any other loan that 
may have been made, or might subsequently 
be made, by the bank to the same party. 
On March 8, 1905, Davis borrowed $11,000 
from the First National bank, of Massillon, 
giving his note and putting up $12,000 of 
the bonds of the Howells-Davis-Brant Co. 
as collateral. March 18, 1905, Davis bor- 
rowed $5,000 more and put up $6,000 of 
bonds of the Howells-Davis-Brant Co., as 
collateral, Later he borrowed $7,140 from 
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the bank giving stock of the Canton State 
bank, which afterward closed, as collateral. 
After the failure of the Canton State Bank 
Mr. Davis went to Massillon and trans- 
ferred the bonds, of the value of $18,000 
in all, to the bank, the proceeds to be ap- 
plied to the liquidation of the two notes of 
$5,000 and $11,000 and the residue upon 
the $7,140. The question was raised by 
the trustee as to the right of the bank to 
apply the collateral given to secure the first 
two notes to the payment of a subsequent 
note. Referee McCarty held that, under the 
contract of security signed by Davis, what- 


- ever was put up went to secure not only the 


loan made at the time, but also subse- 
quent loans 


PASSBOOK WITH PAROLE 

A savings bank annex to the branch of 
the municipal court in Chicago presided 
over by Judge Cleland was announced re- 
cently by the judge as an additional means 
of reform held out to unfortunates who 
come before him. The plan is tne result of 
conferences which Judge Cleland held with 
officers of the Union Trust company. 

Arrangements have been completed where- 
by any person paroled by the court will 
have started for him a savings account with 
a gift of $5 from the bank to start the 
account. The gift carries with it the condi- 
tion that the person to whom it applies 
will not violate the parole and will deposit 
to his own account at least $2 each month. 
The amount deposited may not be with- 
drawn until the end of the year. The plan 
is intended to encourage thrift and econ- 
omy and to check the neglect of families 
by the men usually brought before the 
courts on the charge of drunkenness. Semi- 
monthly reports are made to the judge. 

The principal condition imposed on the 
paroled person is that he will stay away 
from drink for the period of a year, and is 
not sent to the bridewell in that time. 





WANTS DEPOSITS INSURED 


A novel plan for the insurance of na- 
tional bank deposits, for which it is 
claimed that it would be-effective to give 
to depositors absolute protection from any 
possible loss, is offered by C. F. Allis, vice- 
president, of the Second National bank of 
Erie, Pa. 

In brief, his plan is to create a fund 
by assessing all national banks varying 
sums from $100 to $250, according to the 
amount of their capitalization, which sums 
shall be turned over to the comptroller of 
the currency and by him placed to the credit 
of a fund to be called the National Bank 
Deposit Insurance Fund. Such assessments 
shall be made annually until the fund 
amounts to six million dollars, when they 


shall be discontinued, to be renewed, how- 
ever, if and when the fund may become re- 
duced to five million dollars. 

Then, if and when it may become neces- 
sary to apoint a receiver for a national 
bank the comptroller of the currency shall 
secure a list of the unpaid depositors, and 
pay to them such dividends as he may deem 
expedient, charging them to the fund at 
his disposition. Afterward he shall make 
such disbursements good to the fund out of 
moneys turned over to him by the receiver. 

The last of such dividends shall be paid 
within two years from the appointment of 
a receiver of a national bank, unless the 
amount of the fund at the disposal of the 
comptroller should be insufficient, when pay- 
ments must be deferred until additional as- 
sessments shall have been made. 

These are the essential provisions of a 
bill which Mr. Allis has prepared, and for 
which he hopes to get attention and consid- 
eration from Congress. 





RAND GOLD OUTPUT 
The April production of gold from the 


Rand mines is estimated at 530,000 fine- ’ 


ounces. The March output of the Trans- 
vaal was 538,000 ounces fine gold, but that 
month contained one more day than April. 
Value of the April output roughly is $11,- 
262,500, as compared with $11,436,950 in 
March, $11,684,850 in December, the record 
month, and $9,328,925 in April a year ago. 
Prior to the Boer war the high record of 
Transvaal production was $8,604,000 in 
August, 1899. Comparison of the value 
of last month’s output with previous 
months:

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FIND NEW COUNTERFEITS 


Discovery of a new counterfeit $10 (Buf- 
falo) United States note was last month 
announced by the secret service. It is of 
the series of 1901, check letter ‘‘A,’’ Lyons, 
registrar; Roberts, treasurer. 

This counterfeit apparently is printed 
from wood cut plates of excellent workman- 
ship on two pieces of good quality paper, 
between which heavy pieces of silk have 
been distributed. The number of the note 
at hand is 3592734. This number compares 
favorably with the genuine both as to 
color and formation of figures. The seal 
is somewhat darker than the genuine. The 
large ‘‘X,’’ with superimposed ‘‘Ten,’’ 
is crimson instead of pink. There is an en- 
tire absence of cross-line work in the shad- 
ing of the letters and in the medallions 
containing the portraits of Lewis and 
Clark. These portraits are poorly executed. 
There is a period, instead of a comma, after 
Washington on the left of the face of the 
note. 

A new counterfeit $20 national bank note 
also has been discovered. It is on the First 
National Bank of Hereford, Texas, check 
letter ‘‘A.’’ On the face appears the 
charter number 5697. In the panel on the 
back is the correct charter number of the 
bank—5604. The bank number is 552, 
The following remarkable treasury number 
is stamped on the note: 1024567890; 
Lyons, registrar; Treat, treasurer of the 
United States. It is a poor photographie 
print, on poor paper, no attempt having 
been made to imitate the silk fibre of the 
genuine, and it should not deceive the care- 
ful handler of money. 


DEPOSIT INSURANCE ILLEGAL 


In answer to an inquiry made in behalf of 
the projectors of a company to be formed 
in Iowa for the purpose of insuring bank 
deposits, Attorney-General C. W. Mullan of 
that state decided that bank deposits are 
not the subject of insurance under Iowa 
laws, and therefore the formation of such a 
company would be illegal. Mr. Mullan in 
his opinion says a careful examination of 
the provisions of the statute relating to in- 
surance ‘‘fails to disclose any authority 
given by statute to insurance companies 
transacting business in this state to insure 
depositors against loss caused by the failure 
of the bank in which deposit is mare 
through the dishonesty of its officers or em- 
ployees, or from other cause. Under a fa- 
miliar rule of law the naming of the char- 
acter of risks which may be insured against 
excludes all others, and as no authority is 
found in the statute for the insurance of 
bank deposits, it follows that such risks 
are excluded by the law-making power of 
the state, and that no insurance company au- 
thorized to transact business under the laws 
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of this state is authorized under our statute 
to enter into a contract of insurance of that 
character. Bank deposits are therefore not 
the subject of insurance under the laws of 
Towa.’’ 


NEW YORK TAX LAW UPHELD 


Two opinions rendered recently settle 
definitely the status of the stock transfer 
tax of New York. In the case of Albert 
J. Hatch, who sought to test the validity 
of the law of 1905, which imposes a tax 
stamp of two cents on ‘‘each hundred dol- 
lars of face value or fraction thereof,’’ the 
United States Supreme Court on Monday 
sustained the decision of the New York Su- 
preme Court, the Appellate Division, First 
Department, and the New York Court cf 
Appeals, upholding the constitutionality of 
the law. The other decision this week was 
handed down by the Court of Appeals at 
Albany in the case of Irving K. Farring- 
ton. This declares the amendment to the 
stock transfer tax, which became operative 
last May, to be unconstitutional. Under 
the amendment a 2-cent tax was required 
on each share of $100 of face value or 
fraction thereof, instead of on ‘‘each hun- 
dred dollars of face value or fraction 
thereof,’’ as specified in the law as origin- 
ally passed. The decision was unanimous, 
and holds the Act unconstitutional on the 
ground that it denies to the transferrers of 
the stock of the par value of less than $100 
per share the equal protection of the law 
within the meaning of the Vonstitution.

The second biennial supreme convention 
of the Fraternal Bankers’ Reserve society 
convened in Cedar Rapids. Ia. There were 
about twenty-five delegates present from 
Iowa, Montana, South Dakota and Colo- 
rado. Those states are included in this 
jurisdiction and the delegates are chosen 
at different conventions held by the various 
lodges. The business of the convention 
was confined to committee reports, officers’ 
reports and the consideration of amend- 
ments to the constitution and by-laws, if 
any.

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CAPITALIZATION AND RATES 


In a recent issue, the Prairie Farmer 
called attention to capitalization and rail- 
way rates as follows: 

‘One of the charges most persistently 
urged against the railways of the United 
States to justify reductions by legislatures 
and railway commissions in their rates, is 
that they are grossly over-capitalized and 
are charging excessive rates in order to pay 
exorbitant dividends upon their watered 
stock. This charge is made by honest per- 
sous who have not taken the pains to look 
into the facts and by demagogues, newspa- 
pers and magazines that have found that a 
good way to curry favor with the public 
is unjustly to attack corporate wealth. The 
facts regarding the capitalization of Am- 
erican railways were touched upon in the 
first article in this series. Owing to the 
prominence which is now being given to the 
subject of over-capitalization, it will be 
worth while to go into the matter somewhat 
more in detail. An attempt will be made in 
this article to show: First, that American 
railways as a whole are not over-capitalized ; 
second, that there is no relation between 
the capitalization of railways and their 
rates; and, third, that the profits of Amer- 
ican railways are not exorbitant. 


‘*The gross capitalization of all the rail- 
ways of the United States in the year ended 
June 30, 1905, the date of the latest com- 
plete statistical report ef the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was $13,805,258,121, 
or $65,926 per mile. The report shows that 
these figures contain a duplication of $2,- 
638,152,129, owing to the fact that this 
amount of stocks and bonds of railways was 
owned by other railways. Deducting this 
sum from the gross capitalization leaves a 
net capitalization of $11,167,105,992, or an 
average of $53,328 per mile, which is the 
actual capitalization on which the railways 
of the United States sought to earn interest 
and dividends, 


‘*The capitalization per mile of the rail- 
ways of the United Kingdom in 1905 was 
more than $273,000, that of the railways of 
France in 1904 was $132,000 per mile, and 
the cost of construction of the railways of 
Germany in 1904, on which the government 
earned profits, was $101,000 per mile. The 
average capitalization of all the railways of 
Europe, according to the latest available 
statistics, is over £110,000 per mile. 

‘*Even more significant, as bearing upon 
this subject, are figures given by Professor 
Henry C. Adams, statistician of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, on page 99 of 
the commission’s statistical report for 1905. 

‘Professor Adams here places the cost 
of construction of American railways at 
$11,170,458,581 and the cost of their equip- 
ment at $780,890,368, a total of $11,951,- 
348,949, and an average of $55,083 per mile. 


‘¢Tt thus appears that the railways of the 
United States are capitalized for an aggre- 
gate of $784,242,957, and an average of 
$1,755 per mile, less than they have cost, 
and for less than half as much per mile as 
the railways of Europe. 


‘‘The foregoing facts if they were gen- 
erally known, surely would silence forever 
the utterly false and injurious charge that 
American railways, taken as a whole, are 
over-capitalized. It is notorious, however, 
that there are some lines which are grossly 
over-capitalized. 


‘‘The average for all roads is made up 
of the capitalizations of some roads which 
are capitalized for less than they are worth. 
It might, therefore, be contended that at 
least the roads which are over-capitalized 
are charging excessive rates in order to pay 
dividends on their watered stock and that 
their rates ought to be reduced. But it is 
easy to refute this contention. These roads 
no doubt, would like to charge rates in 
proportion to their inflated capitalization, 
but inexorable economic laws prevent them. 
They have to compete for business with 
roads whose capitalization is not excessive. 
To meet the competition of these roads they 
must, and do, make the same rates. If 
they charged higher rates, obviously, 
the roads making the lower rates would get 
all the competitive traffic, and the over- 
capitalized roads, deprived entirely of this 
business speedily would be driven into 
bankruptcy. 

‘*Railways, whether over-capitalized or 
not, must meet the direct competition of 
other lines and also the indirect competition 
of roads converging at the same markets 
from entirely different parts of the country. 

‘‘The farmer in Illinois, the farmer in 
Kansas and the farmer in North Dakota 
desires to market his products in Chicago 
and in Liverpool. The various railways 
must make rates to these farmers which will 
enable them all to sell their products at a 
profit in competition with each other at 
Chicago, and in competition with the far- 
mers of Russia, of Canada and of Argen- 
tina and Liverpool. 

‘*Tf any railway refused rates on which 
the grain of the farmers living along its 
lines could move to market in competition 
with the grain of farmers in other sections, 
its patrons would lose by being unable to 
sell their productions and the railway would 
lose by not getting the revenue which it 
would derive from making a rate on which 
the grain could move. The interests of each 
railway and of its patrons are in this matter 
identical. 

‘*The traffic manager in making a rate 
never thinks for one minute of the capital- 
ization of his line. All he considers is 
whether a proposed rate will return some 
profit, however small, over the actual oper- 
ating expense of hauling the commodity. 
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**To say that a railway will or can charge 
higher rates because it is over-capitalized 
is just as sensible, and no more so, as to 
say that a farmer would and could charge 
$1.40 per bushel for his wheat instead of 
70 cents, because he had paid $150 per acre 
for land which was worth only $75. 


‘‘The farmer sells his wheat at a price 
fixed by economic forces regardless of what 
his farm may have cost, and the railway 
sells transportation at rates fixed by eco- 
nomic forces regardless of what it may be 
capitalized for. 


‘*In America, where the free play of these 
economic forces has not until recently been 
interfered with much by government, the 
average freight is 7.66 mills; in Europe, 
where many of the railways are owned and 
operated by the governments, and where 
the governmental regulation of private lines 
has been carried much further than here, 
the average freight rate per ton per mile is 
14.20 mills—practically 100 per cent more 
than in the United States. 


‘*Now, as to the alleged excessive profits 
of American railways. As was shown in 
the first article in this series, the total 
amount paid in the year ended June 30, 
1905, as interest on bonds and dividends on 
stock was $493,431,435, or an average of 
4.4 per cent on the net capitalization. Far 
from being run at a large profit, the rail- 
ways of the United States pay smaller re- 
turns upon investment than any other indus- 
try. 
CeThe Bureau of the Census in 1900 esti- 
mated the profits from agriculture, by far 
the greatest industry in this country, at 8.4 
per cent and those from manufactures, 
which constitute the greatest industry ex- 
cept those of agriculture and transportation, 
at 19.3 per cent; yet we find many persons 
engaged in manufacturing and agriculture, 
which are dependent for their continued 
prosperity upon ample facilities of trans- 
portation, taking part in the campaign to 
reduce the already extremely modest profits 
of the railways. 

**Tt is well known that many railways 
pay dividends ranging from 5 to 10 per cent, 
and the question naturally arises as to why 
the average profits of all are so low. The 
reason is that there are many lines which, 
even under present prosperous conditions, 
pay no dividends on their stock, and others 
which do not even pay interest on their 
bonds. 

‘*Of the gross capital stock of railways 
outstanding on June 30, 1905, no less than 
$2,435,470,337, or 37.16 per cent, paid no 
dividends, and of the total funded debt 
(omitting equipment trust obligations) 
$449,100,396, or 6.36 per cent, paid no in- 
terest. 

‘*Tt would be hard to convince the hold- 
ers of these stocks and bonds that the prop- 
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erties in which they have invested are paying 
exorbitant profits. 

‘¢ ¢But surely,’ will say the reader, who 
has been accustomed to hearing railway 
stock watering denounced by everybody, 
‘surely, over-capitalization must be hurt- 
ful to somebody, or there would not be so 
much fuss about it.’ 

**Those who suffer by over-capitalization 
are not the shipping and consuming public; 
but investors who make the mistake of pay- 
ing more for inflated securities than they 
are worth. No legislation is required to 
protect shippers and consumers from the 
evil effects of stock watering. 

‘*The result of watering a road’s stock 
is not to raise or keep up its rates, but to 
reduce the percentage of its dividends and 
the price of its stocks. 

*“Tf anybody needs protection by a pa- 
ternalistic government from the effects of 
the watering of railway stock it is the one 
who buys the stock. To reduce the rates of 
all the railways of the United States be- 
cause, as it is alleged, they have watered 
their stock, would be to punish them for an 
offense which, as has been shown, they have 
not committed; to make the over-capitaliza- 
tion of any particular road or roads an ex- 
cuse for reducing its or their rates would be 
eauselessly and unjustly to reduce the value 
of stocks held by innocent investors who 
probably already have been injured by be- 
ing led to pay more for the securities than 
they are or ever were worth.’’ 





BOND TAX INVALID 


Bankers are evinecing much interest in a 
decision rendered by the United States su- 
preme court April 23, in the case of the 
Home Savings bank against the city of Des 
Moines, Ia. 

The suit arose from the fact that the 
bank desired to deduct from its returns for 
taxation the amount of its capital and sur- 
plus, which it had invested in government 
bonds. The court held that the deduction 
eould be made, as the bank was taxed not 
on its shares, but on its property as a bank, 
and therefore a tax upon the bonds was in- 
valid. 

Comptroller of the Currency Ridgley has 
issuel a circular on the decision, in which 
he says that, as state taxes are levied di- 
rectly on the shares of national banks, it 
is not probable that it affects them, unless 
the courts would hold that it would be dis- 
crimination to deduct the amount of gov- 
ernment bonds held by a state bank and not 
do the same for a national bank, as the na- 
tional banking laws provide that there shall 
be no discrimination against national banks 
in favor of state institutions. The full 
opinion of the case, which will be reported, 
is being awaited with interest by all bank 
attorneys. 

















OLD AND NEW BANKING 


That is a beautiful picture of the ideal 
of commercial banking which Professor 
Taussig, of Harvard, recently drew in an 
address before the Economie Club, of New 
York. s 

The picture was of a bank occupying a 
judicial position; standing aloof from other 
business than that of banking proper; lend- 
ing only on sound security or to individuals 
of sound credit; distributing its loans over 
a large part of the business community ; not 
involving itself with financial and invest- 
ment concerns which are promoting risky 
enterprises; or having individuals domi- 
nant in their management who are known to 
have other and more pressing interests than 
that of the bank itself; keeping a strong 
reserve of cash, and able to respond to all 
reasonable demands for accommodation 
from sound borrowers. He deplored the 
change in the banking conditions of the 
United States from the old ideal of a 
strictly commercial bank into the new 
fashioned combination of various kinds of 
banking operation in one institution or in 
a chain of institutions. 

Many others have deplored this change 
in the banking situation, but they have 
voiced their criticism in vain. The new 
fashioned banking has grown rapidly and 
has made the position of the strictly com- 
mercial bank more and more difficult. What 
will be the ultimate result of this change 
it is not easy to predict. Our banks are the 
custodians of the businéss credits of the 
country. The responsibilities of that po- 
sition are very grave indeed. In case of a 
panic will the combination bank or the bank- 
ing combination be better able to deal 
effectually with a collapse of confidence 
than the old fashioned commebcial 
bank? That is the question which confronts 
every thoughtful student of this problem. 
It must be admitted that there is much to 
be said on both sides. 

Tf banking was conducted upon the con- 
servative lines indicated by Professor Taus- 
sig, it is probable that panics would be pre- 
vented except such as were the result of 
great agricultural depression. Most finan- 


cial panics are the result of bad 
banking in one form or another. The 
absence of banks of a judicial, im- 


partia! character, not bound up with any 
special interest, would be a serious matter 
in this country, where there is no central 
bank. The Treasury Department has here- 
tofore acted largely in that judicial capacity 
and by its second line of reserves has come 
to the relief of the banking credits of the 
country. But if the Treasury Department 
is to be divorced more and more from bank- 
ing, if the policy is to be established of 
putting all the treasury money into the 
banks, then on what are we to rely except 
upon the strength of the banks themselves, 
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and their willipgness to co-operate quickly 
and effectively when disaster approaches?— 
Wall Street Journal. 


ILLINOIS HAS NEW LAW 


Chicago bankers who have been working 
for the passage of the bill for a uniform 
law of negotiable instruments at Springfield 
were gratified that the bill had been passed 
by the house. It passed the senate several 
days ago, and Governor Deneen is expected 
to sign it. The bill makes the laws of 
Illinois uniform with the laws of thirty 
other states respecting dealings in commer- 
cial paper. It was drafted by the uniform 
law commission, and its provisions are in- 
dorsed by the American Bar association, 
the Illinois State Bar association, 
the Illinois Bankers’ association, the Na- 
tional Bankers’ association, and the Illinois 
Bankers’ association. 


BOGUS NOTE LAW INVOKED. 


A hitherto little used section of the crim- 
inal code of Illinois, providing for a great- 
er punishment for the passing of fictitious 
paper than is provided for the crime of 
forgery, has been invoked by State’s Attor- 
ney Healy of Chicago, in an effort to secure 
the indictment of officials of the Steel Ball 
company by the Chicago grand jury. The 
company secured loans aggregating between 
$205,000 and $260,000 from the Milwaukee 
Avenue State bank. Paul O. Stensland, 
former president of the bank, and Henry 
W. Hering, the convicted cashier, told the 
grand jury of the paper given in return 
for the loans to the Steel Ball company, 
of which William D. Tilden is president 
and C, L. Graham vice president. 

It was learned that the section of the law 
under consideration by the state’s attorney 
is Section 107, Chapter 38, page 694, of the 
1905 Revised Statutes. It provides a maxi- 
mum penalty of twenty years, while the 
maximum penalty for forgery is fourteen 
years. The section reads as follows: 

‘Whoever shall make, pass, utter, or 
publish, with an intention to defraud any 
other person, or with like intention shall 
attempt to pass, utter, or publish, or shall 
have in his possession with like intent to 
pass, utter, or publish, any fictitious bill, 
note, or check purporting to be the bill, 
note, or check, or other instrument of writ- 
ing, for the payment of money or property 
of some bank, corporation, co-partnership, 
or individual, when in fact there shall be 
no such bank, corporation, co-partnership, 
or individual in existence, the said bill, 
note, check, or instrument of writing for 
the payment of money or property to be 
fictitious, shall be imprisoned in the pen- 
itentiary not less than one nor more than 
twenty vears.”’ 
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BANKERS’ ASSOCIATION MEETINGS 


ARKANSAS BANKERS MEET 


John Quincy Wolf, cashier of the Bank 
of Batesville, Arkansas, was elected presi- 
dent of the Arkansas Bankers’ association 
by a unanimous vote at the convention held 
April 26 in Little Rock. The elevation of 
Mr. Wolf was somewhat of a surprise, as it 
was generally believed that one of the 
seven vice-presidents would succeed to the 
presidency, 

Hot Springs was selected as the next 
meeting place of the convention and for 
the first time since 1901, Little Rock loses 
the annual meeting. Out of the sixteen 
conventions that have been held since the 
organization, of the association, thirteen 
have been held in Little Rock. In 1893 the 
meeting was held at Hot Springs, and 
Helena and Pine Bluff have both had an 
opportunity once of entertaining the finan- 
ciers of the state. 

The following are the new officers of the 
association: President, J. Q. Wolf of Bates- 
ville: First Vice-President, Henry Thane 
of Arkansas City; Second Vice-President, 
H. L. Remmel of Little Rock; Third Vice- 
President, E. C. Horner of Telena; Fourth 
Vice-President, W. T. Lane of Jonesboro; 
Fifth Vice-President, F. P. Earl of Fay- 
etteville; Sixth Vice-President, W. R. 
Cherry of Pine Bluff, and Seventh Vice- 
President, Carl Hollis of Texarkana. Gor- 
don Peay of Little Rock was elected to the 
executive council to fill the place made va- 
eant by the expiration of the term of J. W. 
B. Robinson of Clarendon. 

The members of the council for the en- 
suing vear are as follows: J. Q. Wolf of 
Batesville, I. J. Stacy of Augusta, by virtue 
of being ex-president; C. N. Rix of Hot 
Springs, and George Rodgers of Little 
Rock. 

Ray Underwood of Stuttgart was selected 
as treasurer and C. W. Walker was retained 
as secretary. The following members were 
elected delegates to the national convention 
of the American Banking association: N. 
Y. Foster of Hope, E. K. Smith of Texar- 
kana, C. N. Rix of Hot Springs, C. A. 
Pratt of Little Rock and G. R. Wood of 
Van Buren. Alternates, J. P. Coffin of 
Batesville, Greenfield Quarles of Helena, 
Allen Winham of Texarkana, D. V. Snow 
of Camden and H. A. McCoy of Pine Bluff. 
The members of the nominating committee 
who made the report were: C. N. Rix, J. 
E. Boyce, G. F. Sparks and E, R. Smith. 

An amendment to the by-laws of the as- 
sociation was adopted, establishing a system 
of graduated fees for banks desiring to join 
the institution. At present a flat rate of 


$10 annually is charged to all of the banks 
in the association, regardless of their capi 
talization. Under the amended by-laws, 
banks with $25,000 and less will be required 
to pay only $5, banks with a capital of 
over this amount and less than $100,000, 
$10, and institutions with a still greater 
capital, $15. 

In accordance with the recommendation of 
the secretary, another amendment was 
adopted to the by-laws, providing for the 
formulation of a protective committee of 
three members who shall have the use of 
certain funds to ferret out all crimes that 
have been committed against the banking 
interests of the state and to defray all 
costs for the conviction of offenders. 

The first day of the convention was de- 
voted almost entirely to a discussion of the 
general banking bill introduced by Senator 
McKenzie of Nevada county. The measure 
was drawn up by the State Banking Law 
committee of the Arkansas Bankers’ associa- 
tion, composed of Thomas McRae of Pres- 
cott, D. C. Powell of Camden and J. Q. 
Wolff of Batesville, and with the exception 
of a few minor amendments added by the 
committee from the legislature the bill now 
in the upper house of the assembly is en- 
tirely the work of the bankers’ committee. 





TEXAS BANKERS TO TRAVEL 


The Texas Bankers’ association will hold 
its annual convention in Fort Worth this 
month, and, following the old custom, will 
conclude the session with an annual tour. 
The trip this year, which is the sixth ex- 
cursion made by the party, will embrace 
fifteen states, a number of provinces in 
Canada and the District of Columbia. The 
district to be traversed approximates 5,012 
miles, and the party will move in a special 
vestibule train of Pullman cars composed 
of three twelve-section sleepers, one com 
partment sleeper, observation sleeper and 
baggage car, affording separate accommoda- 
tions for 140 persons. Meals will be served 
for the entire trip of twenty-one days. 

From Fort Worth the various lines to be 
traveled follows: Santa Fe lines, Fort 
Worth to Chicago; Grand Trunk from Chi- 
cago to Kingston via Detroit and Niagara 
Falls; Richilieu and Ontario Navigation 
steamers down the St. Lawrence river from 
Kingston to Montreal; Central of Vermont, 
Montreal to White River junction; Boston 
and Maine, White River junction to Boston; 
Metropolitan Steamship line steamer Yale, 
Boston to New York; Pennsylvania lines 
through Philadelphia and Baltimore to 
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Washington, D. C.; Norfolk and Washing- 
ton Steamboat Line down the Potomac river 
to Norfolk (Jamestown exposition) ; Chesa- 
peake and Ohio through Richmond and the 
mountains of Virginia from Norfolk to 
Cincinnati; Big Four route, Cincinnati to 
St. Louis; St. Louis to Kansas City, and 
Santa Fe lines home. 

The rate will be approximately $210 per 
capita from Fort Worth, and slightly higher 
from other points, and covers round trip 
railroad fare. Pullman accommodations 
from Fort Worth, each person entitled to 
one berth; all meals in dining cars and 
hotels from time leaving Fort Worth until 
return, except three days in New York city; 
boat trip down the St. Lawrence river, with 
meals on board ship; boat trip Boston to 
New York, with meals on board ship; boat 
trip down the Potomac river to Jamestown, 
vour hotel accommodation and admission to 
the exposition at Jamestown; street car fare 
when necessary from train to hotel. It 
covers every necessary expense from Fort 
Worth except three days in New York. 

The Pullman accommodation is on a char- 
tered basis, with separate accommodations 
for a party of 116 persons. Additional 
charge for drawing room. For one person 
occupying drawing room add $112.15 each; 
for two persons occupying drawing room, 
add $55.45 each; for three persons occupy- 
ing drawing room, add $8 each; for one 
person oceupying state room, add $57.50; 
for two persons occupying a state room, 
ad $15 each; for three persons occupying a 
state room, add $6 each. Sleeper reserva- 
tions will be made in order received. 

The sum of $200 should accompany each 
application to J. W. Butler, secretary, Clif- 
ton, Tex., for reservation in sleeping car 
space, all arrangements having been made 
on a basis of 100 passengers forming this 
party. It will be necessary for the party 
to remain together until their return to 
Kansas City, from which point individuals 
may leave the special train and their trans- 
portation home will be good until October 
31, thus enabling any who desire to visit 
Colorado and northern resorts with little 
additional expense. There will, however, 
be no rebate on Pullman fares when par- 
ties leave the train at Kansas City. 





NEW JERSEY BANKERS MEET 


At the fourth annual convention of the 
New Jersey Bankers’ Association at At- 
lantie City on April 26, Professor George 
E. Allen of New York said in part: ‘‘ When 
the American Bankers’ association estab- 
lished the American Institute of Bank 


Clerks they had little idea that in seven 
years there would be gathered together nine 
thousand young men that are the best in 
ability and character of any class gathered 
together in the world. 


The work of the 
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institute so far has been largely in cities. 
In cities we organize what we call chap- 
ters that are similar to this association, ex- 
cept that they meet more frequently. They 
have lectures, debates, things to bring them 
out, which is education. They also come 
in contact with each other and develop 
diplomacy and judgment. In nearly all 
cities where those organizations exist, the 
large cities, arrangements have been made 
with schools of finance and commerce to 
conduct classes. Of course, a school teacher 
probably knows less about banking than the 
bankers, but it is his business and he knows 
how to tell it. A school teacher can tell 
more about banking in its principles to the 
average young man than a bank president 
can. It is not what you know, but how well 
vou can tell it. The same is true in law. 
The teacher of law is not usually a great 
lawyer, but I would rather have to teach 
me law some professional instructor than 
to have the average judge of the highest 
court of New Jersey or the United States. 
We have succeeded in making arrangements 
with practically every university in the 
large cities, and they have arranged their 
study courses so as to be adapted to the 
wants of young banking men, and have done 
really creditable things in the cities, I think. 
We have not succeeded so well in the eoun- 
try, because young men cannot get to the 
cities, but we have to some extent worked - 
up a correspondence system which will 
reach, perhaps not so good, but perhaps bet- 
ter, the voung men in the country than in 
the city.’’

‘CANADIAN MONEY ORDERS 


The regular quarterly meeting of the Can- 
adian Bankers’ association took place in 
Montreal on May 2, at the Bank of Mon- 
treal. The chief question under discussion 
was the issuing of money orders by the 
several banks, and although it is understood 
that some of the members are not favorable 
to the plan adopted two years ago, it is 
said that a majority still favor the continu- 
ance of the project and everything will be 
done to make the system as perfect as pos- 
sible. The express companies, of course, 
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are active competitors in issuing orders, but 
it is generally believed that the banks can 
run them a little closer if certain sugges- 
tions made at the meeting are carried out. 
Those present were: E. S. Clouston of the 
Bank of Montreal, B. E. Walker of the 
Commerce, D. R. Wilkie of the Imperial, 
G. P. Schofield of the Standard, H. Stike- 
man of the B. N. A., T. McDougall of the 
Quebec, H. Prendergast of the Hochelaga, 
W. R. Torrence of the Royal, G. A. Balfour 
of the Union of Quebec, D. Coulson of the 
Toronto, H. S. Strathy of the Traders, H. 
J. Bethune of the Dominion, E. F. Hebden 
of the Merchants, George Burn of the Ot- 
tawa, E. L. Thorne of the Union of Hali- 
fax, J. Elliott of the Molsons, and J. Mac- 
Kinnon of the Eastern Townships. 


NEW YORK BANKERS GO TO QUEBEC 


Elliott C. MeDougal, president of the 
New York State Bankers’ association, has 
appointed Charles Elliot Warren, vice-presi- 
dent-eashier Lineoln National bank, New 
York, chairman committee on arrangements 
for the 1907 convention. There will be as- 
sociated on the committee with Mr. Warren, 
Ledyard Cogswell, president New York 
State National bank, Albany, N. Y.; David 
H. Pierson, cashier Bank of Manhattan 
company, New York, and E. O. Eldridge, 
secretary of the association and cashier Na- 
tional Bank of New Amsterdam, N. Y. 

Mr. Warren announced that the conven- 
tion will he held at the Hotel Frontenac, in 
Quebec. Ontario, on Thursday and Friday, 
June 27 and 28. Already a large number 
of bankers have made reservation for rooms 
and there is every assurance that the con- 
vention will not alone be a large one, but 
a most successful one. If a sufficient num- 
ber of bankers from the city of New York 
signify their intention to take space, a spe- 
cial train will be provided to carry dele- 
gates to the convention and their families 
from New York city and New York state 
prominent points to Clayton and return. 


WISCONSIN LAW DISCUSSED 


A meeting of Wisconsin bankers was held 
in Madison on April 29 to consider legisla- 
tion pending of importance to the banking 
business. The men who gathered were 
largely representatives of the Wisconsin 
State Bankers’ association, and their in- 
terest centers in the Owen bill, which is de- 
signed to give trust companies the right 
to do a general banking business, this right 
being now withheld under the general bank- 
ing laws of the state. Those who attended 
were: G. A. Knapp, Fond du Lac; A. Sol- 
liday, William F. Voss, Watertown; A. H. 
Grout, E. C. Zimmerman, H. G. Flieth, Wau- 
sau; F. J. Carr, Hudson, president of the 
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Wisconsin State Bankers’ association; G. 
N. Fratt, Racine; J. J. Sherman, Appleton; 
F. H. Suhr and J. H. Palmer, Madison. 


It appears that under the present law 
trust companies are prohibited from doing 
a general banking business. The substitute 
for the Owen bill provides that in addition 
to the powers that trust companies now 
have they ean ‘‘receive money on deposit, 
to be subject to check or to be repaid in 
such manner and under such terms and 
with such interest as may be agreed upon.’’ 
While trust companies in the past have 
been receiving time and saving deposits, 
these deposits have not been subject to 
check. It is now contended by the bankers 
that the proposed law will give the trust 
companies all the right to do a general 
banking business without subjecting them 
to the banking laws or the taxation levied 
upon hank capitalization. 


In a decision handed down by former At- 
torney General Sturdevant in August, 1905, 
it was held that when a trust company en- 
gaged in a general banking business it was 


unlawful. In his annual report Bank Ex- 
aminer Berg asked for legislation that 


would more clearly define the powers of 
trust companies. It is also pointed out that 
if the bill becouse a law there will be a 
direct conflict in the manner of taxation, 
for trust companies, in addition to their 
real estate actually owned, pay a license 
fee of $500 upon their capitalization and 
3 per cent upon their net income, while the 
capital stock of a bank is taxed, as is per- 
sonal property, at its book or actual value. 


SPOKANE TO HAVE CONVENTION 


Preparations for the Washington State 
Bankers’ convention, which is to be held 
in Spokane from June 20 to June 23, were 
concluded last month, and the program 
suggested by the committee composed of 
T. H. Weaver, W. D. Vincent and R. L. 
Rutter was agreed upon. The convention 
will be ealled to order in the Masonic tem- 
ple at 10 o’clock June 20. In the after- 
noon the bankers will be taken to Fort 
Wright, and in the evening a reception will 
be given at the Country club. Friday af- 
ternoon a pleasure trip will be made to 
Coeur d’Alene and to Hayden lake, and for 
Saturday afternoon a baseball game is 
planned between teams composed of Spo- 
kane bankers and the visiting bankers. The 
convention will close with a banquet Satur- 
day night. The entertainment of the ladies 
will be made a special feature. One of the 
events will be a reception at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. D. W. Twohy. It is expected 
that there will be about 200 bankers from 
all over the state in attendance at the con- 
vention. 














MISPRINTED NOTES RARE 

Imperfect or misprinted bank notes 
sometimes, though rarely, slip past the eyes 
of the inspectors in_ the United States 
bureau of engraving. It is said that a $00 
national bank note was the most remarkable 
misprint that ever escaped the government 
employes and found its way into circula- 
tion. 

It was discovered in a peculiar way. A 
clerk in a Chicago hotel in making up his 
accounts one day found a discrepancy he 
couldn’t explain. He placed the pile of 
bills on his left-hand side, and as he counted 
each one turned the note over and deposited 
it on a pile at his right. 

He found that when he counted from left 
to right his cash exactly balanced, but 
when he counted it back again a shortage 
of $50 was shown. After spending two 
hours in a vain endeavor to find out what 
was the matter, he called on the manager 
for assistance. 

The manager had no better success. 
Backward and forward he counted the bills, 
but always with the same result—one time 
the cash balanced and the next the short- 
age was developed. Finally each bill was 
examined separately, both obverse and re- 
verse, 

And then the mystified men discovered 
the cause of their trouble. One of the bills 
had the design of $50 on the obverse and 
that of $100 on the reverse. The clerk had 
received the bill as $100. 

The United States treasury was com- 
municated with, and it was admitted that 
such a bill was out, and that the depart- 
ment had a record of it. It was discovered 
in 1890 that one sheet of bank notes of the 
denomination of $50 and $100, printed for 
the Aetna National Bank of Kansas City 
had been reversed on the press. One plate 
bore the obverse of a $50 bill at the top 
and the obverse of a $100 bill at the bot- 
tom. The other note bore the reverses of 
the two notes, 

After each sheet was printed it was laid 
aside to dry before being run through for 
the obverse printing. In some way the 
pressman turned one sheet upside down, 
with the result that two misprinted bills 
came forth—one with a $50 obverse and 
$100 reverse, the other with a $100 obverse 
and a $50 reverse. . 

The cashier of the bank was the first to 
become aware of the error. He found that 
something was wrong after he had paid out 
the note with the $50 face and the $100 
back by coming across the one with the 
$100 face and the $50 back. The note 
held by the cashier was returned to the 
treasury and destroyed, a perfect note be- 
ing issued in its place. The error note is 
now in the possession of a collector of pa- 
per money, who values it at several thou- 
sand dollars. 
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In the ’60’s an error of a similar nature 
occurred in which a bank note was printed 
with the $10 obverse and a $20 reverse. 
While this bill is not so great a rarity as 
th other, still its owner would not part 
with it for a sum much less than that at 
which the $50-$100 bill is valued. 

The reason why it is less valuable than 
the other in the eyes of the collectors is 
the belief that more bills like it were is- 
sued, and probably some of them are still 
in existence. Of the former denomination 
the owner is absolutely certain that his 
specimen is unique, its companion error 
having been destroyed, but there is no 
known record of the redemption of the 
error with the $10 face. It is reasonably 
certain that at least four of them got into 
circulation. 

Errors were found in the design of the 
1880 silver certificates. These were rather 
the fault of the engraver than the printer 

On the 1880 notes is found a Treasury 
seal entirely different from any other ever 
used by the government. The key, which 
is one of the most important symbols of 
the seal, shows a handle at the left-hand 
side instead of to the right, as on all others. 

The shield is of different shape and the 
stars are larger. The two ends of the band 
surrounding the symbols are fastened with 
a buckle, which in no other instance plays 
a part in the design of a treasury seal. 
This is the only issue of notes on which the 
peculiar seal was used, and collectors of 
paper money include them among the er- 
rors of freaks. 

The $1, $2 and $5 silver certificates and 
the $10 legal tender bills of the present 
issue occur with what are known as in- 
verted backs. As a matter of fact, this is a 
wrong description, as they are really in- 
verted fronts, for-the back of all bills are 
printed first. These bills are sought by 
collectors, who pay a premium for them 
when in fine condition. 

Another curiosity is a $1 note of the 
Second National Bank of Ravenna, Ohio. 
This lacks the signatures of both the presi- 
dent and the cashier,.although it was cir- 
culated and never challenged. 

A $1 national bank note of the First 
National Bank of Fall River, Mass., also 
lacks both signatures, which seems not to 
have interfered with its being offered and 
accepted as money. Still another $1 note 
of the First National Bank of Indianapolis, 
Ind., lacks the signature of the president 
only. 

Slight as are these errors or omissions 
they give additional value to such bills in 
the eyes of collectors of paper money, who 
are glad to pay a premium for them. 

It is not known how many of the bills of 
the present issue are in circulation with 

inverted design, but it is not thought that 
there are many. 
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A legal tender note of 1869 shows an 
oddity. On the face of the note is a por- 
trait of Webster, while to the right is a 
representation of Rolfe presenting Poca- 
hontas to Queen Elizabeth. At the bottom 
of the center is a small eagle. Upon in- 
verting the bill the eagle presents a very 
faithful resemblance to the head of a 
donkey. 

Whether this was intended by the en- 
graver as a joke is not known, but the re- 
semblance is so close that it indicates pre- 
meditation on his part. 


BOIES ATTACKS BANK SYSTEM. 


Ex-Governor Boies addressed the Jackson 
Club, of Waterloo, la., on the subject 
**Currency Reform’’ last month. He said: 

*“Our national banking system may have 
been a necessity of the time when it was 
conceived. With a naked treasury, a pros- 
trate national credit and an overwhelming 
public debt, it probably was impossible for 
the wisest of statesmen in that hour of 
financial distress to formulate a_ better 
scheme for national relief. But the system 
long since outlived the necessity that gave 
it birth. 

‘*Instead of relinquishing its hold upon 
the finances of the nation, as it ought to 
have done, it has steadily progressed in the 
opposite direction until it has removed 
every safeguard but one that was originally 
designed for the protection of the public. 

‘*To-day it is before Congress with a 
measure that proposes to remove the last 
of these safeguards and allow national 
banks of the country to pour $200,000,000 
of notes to private corporations into the cir- 
culating medium of the country without a 
guarantee of any kind for their redemp- 
tion other than the personal liability of the 
issuing corporations, backed by a bare three 
cents deposited with the Secretary of the 
Treasury for each dollar so to be issued. 

**Instead of an effort on the part of Con- 
gress to comply with both the letter and the 
spirit of the Constitution, as interpreted by 
the highest court of the nation, and supply 
the country with a currency that is in fact 
what is purports to be, the effort has con- 
stantly been to withdraw, as far as possible, 
from circulation what little lawful money 
must necessarily be had, and fill its place 
with the illegitimate promissory notes of 
private corporations to circulate as money 
for the personal gain of individuals instead 
of the general welfare of the great mass of 
our people.’’

Between directors that don’t direct and 
examiners that don’t examine, the public 
will soon be a depositor that doesn’t de- 
posit.—Chicago Post. 


ARGENTINA’S GOLD IMPORTS 


A Buenos Ayres correspondent of the 
New York Evening Post said - recently: 
‘‘Telegrams from London report further 
shipments of gold to Argentina, and it is 
safe to predict that by the middle of May 
the Conversion Office will hold from $113.- 
000,000 to $115,000,000, against $94,000,- 
000 a year ago. We may then expect to 
witness a revival of speculation, in conse- 
quence of the superfluity of paper money in 
the banks, which will necessitate the lower- 
ing of discount rates. 


‘*The Conversion Office now holds $109,- 
712,354, against which notes have been is- 
sued (at the rate of 227.27 per cent) to 
the amount of $249,346,259, which added 
to the unguaranted currency in paper, and 
nickel and copper money, makes a total cir- 
culation of $542,607,117 national money. 
This is for a population of about 5,000,000, 
but it must be recollected that gold and sil- 
ver coin are seldom seen anywhere except 
in the banks and the money-changers’ 
offices, and that payment of checks is limited 
to a great extent to large business houses, 
and to payment of large amounts by pri- 
vate individuals. The total amount of 
checks which passed through the Bank Clear- 
ing House in January was, paper being con- 
verted to gold, $180,625,000. 


**The figures of the returns of the prin- 
cipal banks show that on December 31 the 
amount of gold held by the banks included 
in the official report was $25,435,416, and of 
paper $183,857,818. To these amounts 
must, however, be added those of the Bank 
of Tarapaca and Argentina and of the Pro- 
vincial Bank, which have been estimated by 
a reliable authority, as follows. Bank of 
Tarapaca—gold $500,000; paper $1,500,000; 
Provincial Bank—gold $400,000, paper $16,- 
500,000. Then there are various other small 
banks and institutions of credit in the capi- 
tal and in the provinces, which are estimated 
to have held, altogether, $200,000 gold and 
$12,800,000 paper money. Summing up the 
figures, the banks held, on December 31, in 
gold $26,500,000 and about $215,000,000 
paper money; their deposits exceeded $700,- 
000,000 national currency and $24,000,000 
gold, and their discounts and losses $38,- 
500,000 gold and $620,000,000 currency. 
The banks have latterly restricted their dis- 
counts, and their rates are still 7 to 714 per 
cent. 


‘“Business is bad, the political situation 
being distrusted, one province, San Juan, 
having already acomplished a sucessful rev- 
olution, which has led to national interven- 
tion, and others being ready for revolt at 
the first opportunity against their oligarch- 
ical Governments. Another general strike is 
also threatened.’’ 
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TOPICS FOR OHIO BANKERS 


In a cireular to the bankers of the state, 
Stacey B. Rankin, secretary of the Ohio 
Bankers’ association, called attention to two 
important questicns which came before the 
Cincinnati convention this month. 

Mr. Rankin said that the question of a 
new banking law for Ohio will be up for 
consideration, and asked that all bankers 
be ready to take part in a discussion of the 
proposed law. The other subject is that of 
dividing the state association into groups. 
This plan is said to be responsible for the 
great growth in the associations of Iowa 
and Missouri, which stand first in numbers 
in the country. 

It is proposed to divide the state into 
nine groups, each group to have a repre- 
sentative in the executive council. Each 
group will have its own officers and will 
hold district meetings. There would be no 
change in the state association, which 
would still hold annual conventions, but 
members of each district could come to- 
gether oftener. 


ECONOMY KEYNOTE SOUNDED 


Former Congressman John F. Lacey of 
Towa, in an address before the group meet- 
ing of the Iowa Bankers’ association last 
month, believes times will take a turn for 
the worse and warned bankers to keep down 
expenses and maintain an example of pru- 
dence and economy. He said when extrav- 
agant living or speculation are indulged in 
by others the public does not feel the per- 
sonal concern that is manifested when the 
banker seems to be living beyond his means. 
He continued: 

‘*The banking interest must be one of 
the great conservative forces in the eoun- 
try. There was a time when the banking 
corporations were the favorite obpects of 
political attack. In these times when sav- 
ings have so vastly increased, each depositor 
becomes a supporter of the credit of the 
banks and the most radical of politicians 
keeps his hands off from your business. 

‘*When the people and the politicians are 
thus prudent, the bankers themselves can- 
not do better than to remain as the great 
preservative force in business affairs. 

‘*The meeting of this organization is not 
merely a conference in your own interests, 
but involves considerations of importance 
to all the people of the seven counties of 
Towa, in which you reside and transact busi- 
ness. 

‘*Nothing inspires so much confidence in 
all classes of business as the feeling that 
the banks are safe. The present prosperous 
condition of the country has been securely 
anchored on the popular confidence in the 
integrity of our currency. 
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‘*In a community where the people lack 
confidence in their banks, they become 
equally suspicious of each other. They 
exchange currency for gold and the earth 
becomes the safety deposit vault for the 
owner. Hoarded money may be plentiful 
but it is the buried corpse of credit. Its 
resurrection and return to circulation 
breathes the breath of life once more into 
all the avenues of commerce.’’ 


GEORGIANS AT SAVANNAH 


The bankers of Group One of the Georgia 
Bankers’ association, numbering about fifty 
or more, were in session in Savannah on 
May 4, when they discussed matters per- 
taining to the welfare of the institutions 
they represent and the banking and com- 
mercial interests of that section ahd of the 
state in general. 

The bankers, upon concluding their busi- 
ness, adjourned and were the guests of 
Mills B. Lane, president of the Citizens and 
Southern bank, and were taken to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, after which they went to 
the National bank of Savannah, where they 
were entertained. The officers for the en- 
suing year were elected as follows: Chair- 
man, E, D. Walter, cashier National bank 
of Brunswick; Vice-Chairman, A. M. 
Knight, cashier National bank of Waycross; 
Secretary, W. R. Brown, director Exchange 
National bank of Fitzgerald. Member nomi- 
nating committee for State Bankers’ asso- 
ciation, F. D. Bloodworth, cashier National 
bank of Savannah. Fitzgerald was chosen 
as the next place of meeting, the date not 
being determined. 


ST. LOUIS CHARGES REDUCED 


A new schedule materially reducing the 
collection charges on out-of-town checks 
handled by St. Louis banks has been adopted 
by the St. Louis Clearing House association. 
The new schedule became effective May 1 
and under it the old collection rates in 
force since 1895 were cut down an average 
of about 20 per cent. 

Bankers state that the new rates will re- 
sult in some loss to them on collections, 
but were willing to make the concession 
on acount of the interests involved and in 
deference to a complaint from the mer- 
chants that the old charges were too high 
the present conditions. The old schedule 
divided the various states and territories 
into two groups, in which the charge was 
fixed at $1 and $2.50 per $1,000, respec- 
tively. The new schedule creates three 
groups, with corresponding basic charges 
of 75 cents, $1 and $2 a thousand. Formerly 
the minimum charge on any item was 15 
cents, now it is 5 cents. The minimum 
charge on any item down to $10 is placed at 
10 cents and for $10 and under 5 cents. 
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For checks drawn on these cities the 
banks have the option of charging or not 
charging as they see fit. These include the 
big reserve centers, such as New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Louisville, Baltimore and New Orleans. 
For certain other cities, such as Pittsburg, 
Cleveland, Buffalo, St. Paul and cities in 
this class, where deposits are sometimes car- 
ried, a rate of 50 cents a thousand is made. 

The 75-cent group includes the eastern 
and New England states. The $1 group 
takes in Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, 
Kentucky, Kansas, Iowa and most of the 
middle west states. In the $2 group are 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, Texas, California, 
Louisiana and the south, southeast and 
southwest generally. 


JAPANESE APT FINANCIERS 


The Japanese government is showing great 
aptitude in the management of its finances. 
In 1904 it contracted two 6 per cent war 
loans as_ follows:—$50,000,000 in May, 
1904, issued in equal parts in London and 
New York at 9314, and $60,000,000 in No- 
vember, 1904, issued in the same places at 
9014. The first was made repayable abso- 
lutely on 5th April, 1911, and the second 
on 5th October, 1911, but both are redeem- 
able on and after 5th April, 1907, on six 
months’ notice. In accordance with this 
arrangement, a redemption loan of $115,,- 
000,000, bearing interest at 5 per cent, is 
being issued at 9914, one-half being allotted 
to London and the other to Paris. The in- 
vestors in the 1904 loans will make handsome 
profits—in one case 61% and in the other 
ease 914, after receiving interest at 6 per 
cent on the face value, or at about 6.41 
per cent and 6.61 per cent on the prices 
of issue. Japan will, on the other hand, 
save considerably over $1,000,000 in inter- 
est annually, The operations indicate the 
advantage that may be gained from making 
loans redeemable at the option of the bor- 
rowers after a short duraton. 


In an important opinion, equivalent to in- 
structions to assessors of the state of Wash- 
ington, the state tax commission laid down 
the rule for the assessment of private 
banks, instructing the assessors in acting 
in conformity with the law of 1897 rela- 
tive to private bank assessments to assess 
an amount equivalent to the general average 
of money used by the private bank and to 
fix an arbitrary assessment if the necessary 
information was withheld by the banker. 
The 1897 statute was rendered somewhat 
ambiguous by the law passed by the last 
legislature exempting moneys and mort- 
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gages, but the tax commission holds that 
it is not designed to assess the money of 
the banks, but to fix an amount upon the 
intangible assets of the bank equivalent to 
the general average of money used by the 
bank. The term private banks is used to 
designate an unincorporated institution, 
with no fixed capital.
